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In 1905 at the behest of Congregation Shearith Israel in New York (the oldest Jewish 
congregation in the United States), and the American Jewish Historical Society in 
Cincinnati, a committee was convened to prepare for the celebration of the Two 
Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary of Jewish Settlement in the United States. In 
addition to arrangement for a celebration, establishment of a permanent memorial to 
that historic episode was also planned. ^ The desire to memorialize this event 
eventually led to the issuance of a commemorative medal. Previously medals had 
been struck by local Jewish groups bearing portraits of individual Jews or 
commemorating events of Jewish importance, however, this was to be the first nation- 
wide medallic expression by the American Jewish community. 

HistoricaT Background 


Jews began settling in the New World 
shortly after its discovery. The Inquisi- 
tion in Spain and Portugal spurred the 
Jewish exodus, and significant colonies 
were established in South America. In 
1654 when the Dutch colony of Brazil 
came under Portuguese control, many 
Jews again had to seek new places of 
refuge. In that same year a group of 
twenty-three of these refugees arrived 
in Nieuw Amsterdam on the French 
naval ship St. Charles. Their arrival was 
somewhat inauspicious, as having been 
robbed during their journey, they could 
only pay part of their passage money. 
The Dutch magistrates allowed the 
French captain to hold two of the 
passengers hostage against the possibly 
insufficient proceeds to be derived from 
an auction of the Jews' possessions. 

They also met a hostile reception from 
the governor, Peter Stuyvesant, who 
repeatedly tried to expel the new- 
comers. He wrote to the directors of the 
Dutch West India Company on 
September 22, 1654, that he had asked 
the Jews '‘in a friendly way to depart," 
but that they refused to go. He therefore 
petitioned that they "be not allowed to 
infest and trouble this new colony." 
Despite the need for settlers, he was 
prejudiced against all newcomers ex- 
cept members of the Dutch and 
Presbyterian churches. Lutherans had 
difficulty with him, and Catholics and 
Quakers were not allowed in the colony. 
Only one Jew, Jacob Barsimson, ap- 
parently a representative of European 
fur traders and thus not a permanent 
settler, lived in Nieuw Amsterdam at the 
time.2 

However, beginning about 1593, 
when The Netherlands succeeded in 


gaining independence from Spain, 
various localities began welcoming Jews 
as settlers.^ They became prominent in 
commerce, and when the Dutch West 
India Company was founded in 1620, 
some Jews became Influential 
stockholders, and subsequently direc- 
tors. It was no doubt this influence, plus 
the fact that these settlers had fought for 
Holland in South America, which led the 
Company to reprimand Stuyvesant and 
to issue the Grant of Official Leave of 
Settlement dated April 26, 1655, as 
follows: 

We would have liked to agree to 
your wishes and request ... but after 
having further weighed and con- 
sidered the matter, we observe that 
it would be unreasonable and un- 
fair, especially because of the con- 
siderable loss sustained by the Jews 
in the taking of Brazil, and also 
because of the large amount of 
capital which they have invested in 
shares of this company. After many 
consultations we have decided and 
resolved upon a certain petition 
made by said Portuguese Jews, that 
they shall have permission to sail to 
and trade in New Netherland and to 
live and remain there ... You will 
govern yourself accordingly. 

The Celebration of 250 Years 

The celebration in 1905 was thus for 
the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the first authorized Jewish settlement 
within the present United States. The 
planning committee, national in scope, 
was assembled under the chairmanship 
of Jacob H. Schiff. Serving were men of 
the caliber of Guggenheim, Lewisohn, 
Marshall, Pereira Mendes, Seligman,

Straus, and Sultzberger. These were the 
most illustrious leaders in American 
Jewry; Oscar S. Straus being the first jew 
to enter the Cabinet of a President of the 
United States, serving as Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor under Theodore 
Roosevelt. Representatives from ail the 
states, the major cities, and even from 
the Indian Territory served on the 
General Committee. 

Arrangements were made to hold the 
principal public ceremony at Carnegie 
Hall In New York City, on Thanksgiving 
Day, November 30, 1905. Local exercises 
and religious services were to be held 
throughout the country at the same 
time. A special Order of Service was 
prepared and used in synagogues in all 
parts of the nation. Thanksgiving Day 
was thought particularly appropriate for 
the celebration, which stressed the 
freedoms enjoyed by jews in America 
throughout Its history. 

The program at Carnegie Hall 
featured as its main speaker ex- 
President Grover Cleveland. He 
emphasized the importance of the occa- 
sion saying '"that every thoughtful 
American citizen must recognize the 
fitness and usefulness of its 


commemoration."' He went on to 
enumerate Jewish contributions to 
American history, and to decry pre- 
judice stating "'there can be no place for 
It among the people of the United 
States, unless they are heedless of good 
faith, recreant to the underlying prin- 
ciples of their free government, and 
insensible to every pledge involved in 
our boasted equality of citizenship."^ 

A letter from President Roosevelt was 
also read. After stating in his usual no- 
nonsense manner that it was not his 
policy to write letters "on the occasion 
of any celebration, no matter how im- 
portant," he explained he was making 
an exception in this case. He pointed to 
the "Jewish participation in the up- 
building of this country," from colonial 
times onward, and further stated that he 
was "glad to be able to say ... that while 
the Jews of the United States, who now 
number more than a million, have 
remained loyal to their faith and their 
traditions, they have become in- 
dissolubly incorporated in the great 
army of American citizenship, prepared 
to make all sacrifice for the country, 
either in war or peace, and striving for 
the perpetuation of good government

and for the maintenance of the prin- 
ciples embodied in our Constitution/'^ 

As has been mentioned, another 
aspect of the celebration was to have 
been the erection of a suitable 
memorial. A fund of more than one 
hundred thousand dollars was to have 
been collected for this purpose. A Com- 
mittee on Memorial was appointed and 
that committee contacted Isidore Konti, 
a noted sculptor, to design a monumen- 

tal fountain to be located on the plaza at 
the corner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
Ninth Street.^ 

However, then as now, Jews were 
suffering and being persecuted in 
Russia. It was the time of the Pogroms. 
Therefore, although a considerable sum 


had been raised for the memorial, the 
Executive Committee on November 12, 
1905, resolved that ''the demands on the 
generosity of the jews of America, 
necessitated by the horrors resulting 
from the recent massacres in Russia, 
make it imperative that every energy be 
directed to the relief of our unfortunate 
brethren there." At this meeting pay- 
ment was also authorized to Mr. Moses, 
the architect, and to Messrs. Konti and 

Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the sculptors, 
for any claim they might have on the 
Memorial Fund. Moral claims were to be 
recognized, as no legal liability existed. 
Thus the Memorial Fund was abolished, 
with donors being urged to support the 
Russian Relief Fund.^ 


The Medal 



With the cancellation of the projected 
monument, some other means to com- 
memorate the anniversary was sought. A 
book was published containing the ad- 
dresses delivered at the Carnegie Hall 
program as well as elsewhere in the 
nation; press editorials from 
newspapers throughout the country; 
and notes regarding American-jewish 
history. A medal was issued as well, 
which was illustrated as the frontispiece 
of the volume. It was stated that "an 
anonymous donor" had defrayed the 
cost of the medal.® In fact, however, the 
entire cost was borne by Jacob H. Schiff, 
the chairman, who had proposed Its 
issue. The medal was to be designed by 


Isidore Konti, "and would embody his 
design of "Intolerance hiding behind 
justice and Liberty," with the American 
eagle appearing on the obverse. The 
committee would propose the legend to 
appear on the medal, and Schiff 
suggested something like "where 
justice and Liberty reign. Intolerance 
disappears." The charge by Konti for 
making the die was $1200.^ 

Schiff's plan was to have two gold 
medals struck for presentation to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and ex-President 
Cleveland, with silver and bronze 
medals also to be struck for presentation 
purposes. No medals would be for sale. 
On February 1, 1906, a meeting was held

at Konti's studio to finalize the design for 
the medal. A memorandum from 
Deitsch Bros., the minters, was also 
discussed. The price for striking the 
medals would amount to $3.25 each in 
bronze; $10 each in silver; and $25 each 
in gold plus the cost of the gold re- 
quired, which would come to ap- 
proximately $300 each. Approval was 
given to proceed with the project.^^ 
The medal is 76 mm. in diameter, and 4 
mm. in thickness. The silver medal is 
211.5 gm. in weight; the bronze weighs 
225 gm. The subject of the composition 
on the obverse isTheTriumph of Liberty 
and justice Over Intolerance. Three 
allegorical female figures are portrayed. 
Liberty is depicted as standing, a sword 
in her hand, justice is seated, with a 
scroll on her lap representing the law, 
and In front and beneath them is a 
cowering figure, bent low, representing 
Intolerance. Around the edge is the 
inscription: COMMEMORATING • THE 
• 250 • ANNIVERSARY • OF • jEWISH • 
SETTLEMENT • IN • THE • UNITED • 
STATES. In smaller letters: Isidore Konti 
sc. 


The reverse portrays History standing, 
a stylus in her right hand, holding a | 

tablet with her left on which have been 
recorded the dates commemorated, 

1655 and 1905. Behind and above the 
female figure Is a spread-winged 
American eagle representing the United 
States. Tothe left a sapling represents the 
growth and the taking root of the new 
settlement. In exergue, IK 1905. The 

Hebrew inscription around the edge 

reads In transliteration: Haherut 
Moledet Hashamayim Tzedek Umishpat 
Machon Kisah. This freely translates as: 

''Freedom Is Heaven Born — justice and 
Righteousness Are the Foundations of 
Her Throne.''ii The second half is taken 
from Psalms 97:2, although the quote Is 
not exact. The first half is written In poor 
and stilted Hebrew. This was noted in 
the 1937 exhibition catalogue of the 
Berlin jewlsh Museum. It calls the 
language used "barbaric.^'^^ jhe con- 
cept underlying the phrase is not found 
in any biblical source, and the word used 
for freedom — herut — does not 
appear in Hebrew until Talmudic times, I 

i.e., the third to sixth centuries.^^ 

The medal was also exhibited and 
illustrated in the catalogue of the Inter- i 

national Exhibition of Contemporary I 

Medals held by the American 
Numismatic Society in March 1910.^^ 

A silver example is presently in the 
possession of the New York Public 
Library, where it is kept in the locked 
Rare Book Room. Bronze examples are 
presently in the collections of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art,i5 
Minneapolis Institute of Arts, The jewish | 

Museum, The Spertus Museum In 
Chicago, and others. 

The presentation of the gold medals 
were made by Oscar S. Straus to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and ex-President 
Cleveland in May 1906. The specimen 
given Cleveland Is presently in the ^ 

collection of a foremost American 
collector. The location of the Roosevelt 
specimen is unknown to all the in- j 

stitutions containing his memorabilia. \

The Medallist 

Isidore Konti, the medallist, was a 
known sculptor, working in New York. 
He was born in Vienna in 1862, and 
received his early training at the Im- 
perial Academy there. He came to the 
United States in 1892. The strongest 
influence on his work was the style of 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, and he follow- 
ed the leadership of men such as 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and Daniel 
Chester French. In 1893 Saint-Gaudens 
organized an ''army of artists that had 
not been gathered since the 
Renaissance"' to work on decorations 
for the World's Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago. Among them was Isidore Kon- 
ti. Konti also worked on sculpture for 
the Pan-American Exposition in Buffalo 
(1901), and the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position in St. Louis (1904). He was 
awarded a gold medal for his work The 
Despotic Age, at the latter, and in 1909 
he was elected an Academician Member 
of the National Academy of Design. 

In 1914 he did a monumental sculp- 
ture for the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition in San Francisco, and 
in 1926 he completed a large allegorical 
group for the Sesqui-Centennial Inter- 
national Exposition in Philadelphia. One 
of his public sculptures is atop the 
Pulitzer Fountain at Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-Ninth Street in New York. Other 
public works of his are to be found in 
Yonkers, N.Y., where he spent his final 
years. 

He is represented by sculpture in the 
collections of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, The National Museum 
of Art, and the Corcoran Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C.^^ His work has been 
described as of "unusual sensitivity and 
idealized realism,"i®and his monuments 
are said to have "great distinction ... 
and grace."^^ 

Konti's output as a medallist was 
sparse. In addition to the medal describ- 
ed, he designed the Joseph H. Isidor 
Gold Medal in 1907, which is still award- 
ed annually by the National Academy of 
Design for the best figure composition 
in oil by an American artist. He also 
designed the second medal in a series

issued by the Circle of Friends of the 
Medallion in 1910, entitled Home. A 
work that he did in 1909 may also be 
classified as part of his medallic output. 
This consisted of a group of four thirty 
inch high bronze medallions. Peace, 
Law, Patriotism, and Enlightenment, 
which are set into the ceiling of the 
building of the Pan-American Union in 


Washington. The themes portrayed on 
the medallions are exactly like those 
depicted on the Anniversary Medal, 
which doubtless served as the model. 

In 1975, The Hudson River Museum 
organized an extensive Konti 
retrospective exhibition. The booklet 
published for that occasion serves as a 
Catalogue Raisonne of his work.^o 


The medal commemorating 250 years of Jewish settlement in America serves as a 
reminder that the birth of the American nation, and the Constitution of the United 
States that followed, eliminated any prejudice in our political philosophy because of 
the differing religions of our country's inhabitants. Ours was the first nation to confer 
full equality of citizenship on the Jews, during a time when not a single European 
country had done so. There is a close parallel between the first American settlers, and 
the first Jews allowed to settle Nieuw Amsterdam, now New York, for both came to 
these shores to be free of the inequities in the old societies. In this Bicentennial year it 
is right that we should evoke recognition of our past history, and in turn evoke our 
gratitude for the precious freedom we have earned.

Rafael Solomon Adds to ANA ’76 Educational Forum 

Harold Don Allen of Nova Scotia who last August accepted the specific assignment 
to put together ANA's Bicentennial educational forum for '76, tells me that Rafael 
Solomon of New York City has agreed to join Major Sheldon Carroll, Eric Newman 
and Hank Spangenberger to produce the finest ANA forum ever! 

Rafael Solomon is one of the co-authors of Stud/es on Money in Early America, soon 
to be published by The American Numismatic Society. Mr. Solomon’s intensive 
research has been on ^^foreign specie coins” in the American Colonies. 

Don's accomplishment in bringing to your convention these four special 
authorities, also illustrates the effectiveness of the "specific assignment" type of 
management versus the "committee" school of thought. 
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At the birth of the nation, money consisted of 
full-bodied gold and silver coins and bank money legally 
redeemable in these coins. 

In the two centuries since, the role of gold in the 
national and international monetary systems has steadily declined. 


This decline culminated in 1975, when 
a committee of the Board of Governors 
of the International Monetary Fund 
pr oposed am€4^ments to the I MF's 

Articles of Agreement that would 
abolish a fixed monetary price for gold 
and allow central banks to trade their 
stocks of the metal at market-related 
prices. Gold will continue to be used as a 
reserve asset by various countries. But its 
role has been transformed from the 
primary reserve asset of the inter- 
national monetary system to that of a 
stockpiled commodity, likely to be used 
only in exceptional cases. 

Advocates of gold have traditionally 
believed that tying money to a com- 
modity like gold prevents excessive 
issue of money and lessens economic 
instability. But a review of history in- 
dicates that the discipline of the gold 
standard has usually been more ap- 
parent than real. 

Fixing the price of gold rigidly links 
the money supply to the stock of 
monetary gold only if monetary in- 
stitutions and practices remain un- 
changed. But institutions and practices 
have been constantly evolving in the 
direction of economizing on gold, first 
nationally and then internationally. Part 
of this economizing has been in 
response to excessive issues of money — 
largely in times of war. But an equally 
important factor has been a tendency 
for gold production to lag. 

Because of this tendency, rigidly link- 
ing money supplies to gold would, in 
most periods, have resulted in deflation 
rather than price stability. The effects of 
the gold shortage could have been 
neutralized by periodic increases in the 
price of gold. However, such changes in 
the price of gold would have under- 
mined the discipline of the system. 
Instead, the gold standard has been 
allowed to wither away. 


Bimetallic period 

In 1789, Congress received exclusive 
power, from the Constitution of the 
U ni ted — States 7 t o co in — m o ne y a n d 

regulate its value. Three years later, the 
Coinage Act established the dollar as the 
monetary unit and defined it in terms of 
both silver and gold. The early American 
monetary system, therefore, was 
bimetallic. 

Except for a brief period during the 
War of 1812, Congress abstained from 
issuing paper money before the Civil 
War. It permitted only two types of 
money: full-bodied gold or silver coins 
produced by the U.S. mint plus bank 
money issued by state and federally 
chartered banks, which was legally 
redeemable in gold or silver money. 

The bimetallic system established by 
the Coinage Act of 1792 reflected the 
recommendations of Alexander 
Hamilton. Hamilton knew that if the 
mint ratio of gold to silver materially 
differed from the ratio of their market 
values, the metal that was undervalued 
by the mint would cease to circulate as 
money. But because various gold and 
silver moneys were already in circula- 
tion, Hamilton feared that there might 
not be sufficient quantities of gold or 
silver for one alone to serve the needs of 
trade. As a result, he persuaded Con- 
gress to base the new monetary unit on 
both metals. 

Under the Coinage Act, holders of 
gold or silver were entitled to free 
coinage by the mint, and both types of 
coins were legal tender. The U.S. dollar 
consisted of a gold coin containing 24.75 
grains of fine gold or a silver coin 
composed of 371.25 grains of fine silver. 
Since the ratio of these weights is 15 to 1, 
an ounce of gold was worth 15 times as 
much as an ounce of silver at the mint, 
which was in accord with the market 
values of the metals at the time. In 
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practice, gold was used for minting coins 
worth more than a dollar, while coins 
with valuations of a dollar or less were 
minted in silver. In addition, some 
foreign coins continued to circulate for 
many years. 

During the 40 years after the Coinage 
Act of 1792, the market value of gold 
averaged 15.6 times the market value of 
silver, exceeding the mint ratio by a 
significant margin. In 1803, France had 
also gone on a bimetallic standard, but at 
a mint ratio of 15.5 grains of silver to 1 
grain of gold. Because of France's large 
economic size, its ratio tended to 
dominate the world market. 

The result of the undervaluation of 
gold by the United States was predic- 
table. Arbitrageurs exchanged silver 
money for gold money in the United 
States and sold the gold either in the 
open market or at the French mint for 
silver. Or if they held gold metal, they 
could obtain more dollars from the U.S. 
mint by exchanging the gold for silver at 
the market rate and having the silver 
minted into coins. Consequently, the 
amount of gold coins in circulation 
diminished greatly. 

By 1805, the U.S. mint had stopped 
producing $10 gold pieces and was 
producing only small amounts of gold 
coins in lesser denominations. Conse- 
quently, during this period, the United 
States was on a de facto silver standard. 

A select committee of the House of 
Representatives and the Secretary of the 
Treasury recommended changing the 
mint ratio to 15.6 to 1. But in 1834, 
Congress adopted a new ratio of 16.002 
to 1 by reducing the gold content of the 
dollar — apparently, at least in part, to 
spur the country's newly emerging gold 
mining industry. 

This overvaluation of gold by the mint, 
plus greatly increased world production 
from discoveries of gold In California 
and Australia, drove silver money out of 
circulation. The bimetallic standard, 
which until that time had functioned as a 
silver standard, became a de facto gold 
standard. 

Because of differences In the 
availability of substitutes for gold and 


silver coins, the consequences of an 
overvaluation of gold were more severe 
than those of undervaluation. When 
large-denomination gold coins had 
become scarce because of undervalua- 
tion, bank notes largely filed the void. 
But with overvaluation, the lack of ready 
substitutes for smaller-denomination 
silver coins resulted in a great scarcity of 
small change, despite the fact that some 
banks issued notes for fractional parts of 
a dollar. 

To remedy this, in 1853, Congress 
reduced the silver content of all coins in 
denominations under a dollar by rough- 
ly 7 percent. It also eliminated the right 
to free coinage oi silver in fractional 
denominations and limited the legal- 
tender quality of silver coins to $5. 

Before the Civil War, the values of the 
currencies of some ‘ nations, most 
notably the British pound sterling, were 
based on gold. The values of other 
currencies, like the Indian rupee, were 
defined in terms of silver. But because of 
the dominance of its bimetallic system, 
France's mint ratio tended to govern the 
price ratio between gold and silver in 
world markets. 

The result was that exchange rates 
between gold-standard and silver- 
standard currencies were stabilized. Ex- 
change rates between gold and silver 
currencies, such as the pound sterling 
and the rupee, could not differ from the 
ratio of the market values of their 
metallic content by more than the cost 
of melting, shipping, and recoining the 
metals. Since most countries were on 
gold, silver, or bimetallic standards, the 
values of their currencies were linked 
together by the metallic content — just 
as under a full-fledged gold standard. 

The United States went off the 
bimetallic standard during the Civil War. 
In 1861, to help finance the war. Con- 
gress authorized the U.S. Treasury to 
Issue $50 million of paper money, 
redeemable in gold on demand. But 
inflation — caused, in part, by the 
selfsame issue of paper money — in- 
creased the production costs of all com- 
modities, including gold. The Treasury 
held little gold to start with and could 
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not obtain any at the legally fixed price. 
So, in 1862, faced with a growing de- 
mand for redemption of notes, it 
declared itself unable to redeem them. 

Banks also were faced with gold 
withdrawals and were unable to obtain 
gold at the fixed monetary price. And if 
they had purchased gold at the market 
price, they soon would have become 
insolvent. Thus, bank money, as well, 
became inconvertible. Gold and silver 
coins either were hoarded or circulated 
at values consistent with their metallic 
content. 

International gold standard 

The Treasury was required by the 
Resumption Act of 1875 to make the 
paper money it had Issued redeemable 
in coin on demand. But the silver dollar 
had not been in circulation for many 
years, and its free coinage had been 
discontinued by an act of Congress in 
1873. The remaining silver money in 
circulation was not unlimited legal 
tender. 

Consequently, the Treasury under- 
took to meet the requirement of the 
Resumption Act by redeeming its 
money in gold coin — which effectively 
returned the country to the gold stan- 
dard. The nation's entire money supply 
became either directly or indirectly con- 
vertible to gold. Definitive legal 
recognition of the gold standard, 
however, did not come until passage of 
the Gold Standard Act of 1900. 

The international gold standard gain- 
ed momentum in the 1870's, when a 
silver glut threatened inflation for coun- 
tries remaining on the silver or 
bimetallic standards. The German 
government soon adopted the gold 
standard and began selling silver on a 
large scale to augment its gold reserves. 
The resulting fall in the price of silver 
helped move France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Italy, Greece, Norway, and 
Sweden onto gold. Austria-Hungary, 
Russia, and Japan followed somewhat 
later. And by World War I, practically all 
the major countries except China were 
on the gold standard. 

For gold to work its discipline, the 
money supply should have a fixed rela- 
tion to the monetary stock of gold. Then, 


given the cost of producing gold relative 
to the cost of other commodities, a 
monetary price of gold can be set so as to 
produce growth in monetary gold — 
and, hence, in the money supply — at a 
rate roughly equal to the growth in 
economic activity. 

But the exhaustion of old mines, dis- 
covery of new ones, and breakthroughs 
in mining and refining technologies 
produced significant changes in the cost 
oT producing gold during the 19th cen- 
tury. And since the monetary price of 
gold was fixed, the resulting changes in 
the rate of gold production generated 
similar fluctuations in the growth of 
money supplies of countries on the gold 
standard. 

According to estimates by Professor 
Robert Triffin of Yale University, the 
world's monetary gold stock increased 
only 1 .4 percent a year from 1816 to 1848. 
The annual growth of monetary gold 
stocks then jumped to 6.2 percent from 
1849 to 1873, fell back to 1.4 percent 
from 1874 to 1892, and recovered to 3.6 
percent from 1893 to 1913. 

These fluctuations in the growth of 
monetary gold stocks were reflected in 
the behavior of U.S. and foreign prices. 
For example, in the period of gold 
shortage from 1872 to 1896, wholesale 
prices fell 50 percent in the United 
States, 39 percent In the United 
Kingdom, 36 percent in Germany, and 
43 percent in France. But from 1896 to 
1913, when gold production had 
recovered, prices rose 49 percent in the 
United States, 32 percent In the United 
Kingdom, 41 percent in Germany, and 
41 percent in France. Similarly, during 
bimetallism from 1814 to 1849, an overall 
shortage of gold and silver had 
prompted an average price decline of 46 
percent in these countries. 

Shorter-term fluctuations in prices 
tended to be offsetting, however, 
creating a reasonable degree of price 
stability over the longer term. Wholesale 
prices in the United States, for example, 
were only about 10 percent higher in 
1913 than in 1834. Nevertheless, it would 
be erroneous to attribute such longer- 
term stability entirely to the discipline of 
the gold standard. 
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Historical Behavior of U.S. Wholesale Price Index 
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The use of both paper currency and 
demand deposits increased markedly 
during those years. Paper money and 
demand deposits probably accounted 
for less than a third of the U.S. money 
supply in the first part of the 19th 
century but possibly as much as nine- 
tenths by 1913. And the monetary gold 
stock — gold coins and gold reserves of 
the Treasury — declined sharply relative 
to the nation's money supply over the 
corresponding period. 

If, as under a true gold standard, gold 
is to be the sole regulator of the rate of 
monetary expansion, monetary gold 
should bear a constant ratio to the 
money supply. But if this had happened 
during the 19th century, prices in the 
United States and other countries would 
have fallen severely, instead of remain- 
ing relatively stable. 

The discipline of gold was consistent 
with relatively stable prices only because 
it was not fully operative during a period 
of gold shortage. The monetary price of 
gold was too low to call forth production 
of monetary gold in proportion to the 
growth in economic activity. If demand 
deposits and paper money had not been 


substituted for gold, there would have 
been a severe deflation. 

Payments adjustment under gold 

Internationally, the gold standard 
provided an automatic mechanism 
whereby payments imbalances between 
nations could be ironed out. This could 
not be done by varying exchange rates 
between national currencies because 
these were fixed by their gold contents. 
For example, if the market price of the 
pound sterling rose very much above its 
gold parity with the dollar, pounds 
could be obtained more cheaply 
through shipments of gold abroad than 
through purchases in the foreign ex- 
change market. This prevented any rise 
in the price of pounds above the gold 
export point. 

If the U nited States spent more abroad 
than it was taking in, the price of foreign 
exchange rose to a level above the gold 
export point. Importers could then ob- 
tain their foreign exchange more cheap- 
ly by exchanging U.S. moneys for gold at 
the U.S. moneys for gold at the U.S. 
Treasury and shipping the gold abroad. 
This caused an immediate equal reduc-

tion in the U.S. money supply. A second- 
ary decline in the money supply also 
took place, as the shortage of Treasury 
moneys redeemable in gold caused 
banks to create fewer bank notes and 
deposits. Abroad, the chain of events 
was exactly the opposite, resulting in an 
injection of new money into the system 
as the monetary authorities bought gold 
and the banks expanded their notes and 
deposits. 

A decrease in the money supply of the 
United States and increases in countries 
with payments surpluses tended to cor- 
rect the U.S. payments Imbalance 
through three different channels. The 
first and most immediate channel was 
Interest rates. Money supply 
movements created higher interest rates 
in the United States and lower interest 
rates abroad. Since there was absolutely 
no risk of any significant change in 
exchange rates, capital movements were 
probably even more sensitive to inter- 
national interest differentials under the 


international gold standard than they 
are today. An interest differential in 
favor of the United States tended to 
create an inflow of capital that could 
effectively eliminate a U.S. payments 
deficit in the short run. 

Over a longer period, the rise in 
interest rates acted to depress aggregate 
demand and income in the United 
States. The initial result, because of 
income effects, was lower imports and 
higher exports for the United States. But 
later, and more permanently, there was 
a better balance of trade in response to 
the price effects induced by the changes 
In aggregate demand. Ultimately, only 
the price effects on the balance of trade 
generally remained, with prices being 
lower in the United States and higher 
abroad in response to the changes In 
money supplies. Eventually, interest 
rates, output, and employment tended 
to return to normal. 

However, the amount of adjustment 
required in practice was relatively small 
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sterling. But because many other coun- 
tries had devalued their currencies from 
prewar parities, Britain's trade balance 
became depressed, and the pound ster- 
ling was at or near the gold export point 
most of the time. However, the losses of 
gold, and consequent monetary defla- 
tion in the British economy, did not 
reduce wages and prices enough. 

Finally, in 1931, a series of continental 
bank failures led to heavy withdrawals 
from the London money market, forcing 
the Bank of England to announce that Its 
gold reserves had fallen to the point 
where it could no longer maintain the 
gold standard. The pound sterling was 
allowed to float downward, creating 
losses for the central banks that had held 
their reserves in London. Pressure then 
shifted to other countries, forcing most 
of them off the gold standard also. 

The Depression brought an important 
modification to the gold standard of the 
United States. In 1933, apparently as a 
temporary measure for alleviating the 
banking panic that year. In 1933, the 
Roosevelt Administration prohibited 
private holdings of gold coin, gold 
bullion, and gold certificates. But in 
1934, the Gold Reserve Act gave the 
Government permanent title to all 
monetary gold and allowed gold cer- 
tificates to be held only by Federal 
Reserve banks. This put the United 
States on a limited gold bullion standard, 
under which redemption in gold was 
restricted to dollars held by foreign 
central banks and licensed private users. 

Also under this act. President 
Roosevelt devalued the dollar by in- 
creasing the monetary price of gold 
from $20.67, as established in 1834, to $35 
an ounce. The devaluation of the dollar 
was not undertaken for the purpose of 
defending the country's balance of 
payments but, rather, in the belief that it 
would raise the dollar price of exports 
and, hence, help stimulate prosperity. 

One effect, however, was to over- 
value the currencies of the few countries 
that were still on gold — notably France. 
These countries had earlier repudiated 
the gold-exchange standard and decid- 
ed to depend on gold as the only reliable

international reserve. But the 
deflationary effects stemming from its 
overvalued exchange rate prompted 
France to devalue the franc 26 percent in 
1936 and to float it In 1937. When the 
French franc was once again pegged in 
1938, it was to the pound sterling rather 
than gold. 

Even the limited gold bullion stan- 
dard, under which the United States 
operated at this time, could have been 
the basis for complete regulation of the 
money supply by gold If that had been 
desired. In this system, when the U.S. 
Treasury bought gold, the cash balances 
to pay for it were created by issuing gold 
certificates to Federal Reserve banks. 
The total amount of credit that Reserve 
banks could create was, in turn, limited 
by law to a multiple of their holdings of 
gold certificates. 

Each dollar of Federal Reserve credit 
generates several dollars of money in 
circulation. So, if the Federal Reserve 
had varied its credit creation in propor- 
tion to gold flows, the effect would have 
been to make the money supply vary in 
proportion to the monetary gold stock 
of the Treasury. 

In practice, such gold backing re- 
quirements did not significantly limit the 
operations of most central banks during 
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because there was nothing to generate 
very large imbalances of payments in the 
first place. The prime cause of potential 
international payments imbalances to- 
day is differences in international rates 
of inflation, which, in turn, are related to 
differences in rates of national mcmetary 
growth. But in the latter part of the 19th 
century, the monetary growth of all the 
major countries was regulated by gold. 

A new gold discovery tended to in- 
flate the money supplies of all countries. 
Even if new gold production emanated 
from only one country, once gold sales 
to its monetary authority created 
enough money in that country to drive 
the price of the foreign currencies to the 
gold export point, gold producers could 
obtain a better price in their own 
currency by selling the gold abroad. So, 
additions to the monetary gold stock 
tended to be rather evenly distributed 
throughout the world. 

Also, the fact that bank money was 
convertible to money redeemable in 
gold prevented the banking system of 
any one country from overexpanding its 
money supply relative to others. If it did, 
the pressure on the balance of payments 
caused importers to cash in their bank 
money for money redeemable in gold to 
make foreign payments. But the loss of 
currency reserves from the banks put a 
check on any further creation of bank 
money. 

In short, countries tended to inflate 
and deflate together. And the im- 
balances in their payments that actually 
arose were generally corrected by 
changes in their rates of inflation or 
deflation relative to others — not by 
opposite movements in their price 
levels. 

Attempt to restore gold standard 

The international gold standard broke 
dow n u nder the strains of World War I. 
Belligerent countries generaIIy~sought 
to get gold coins out of circulation and 
into official hands and to prevent the 
exportation of gold abroad. Neutral 
governments frequently suspended the 
free coinage of gold and ceased to buy 
gold freely at the official price so as to 
avoid importing inflation. 


Partly because of the severe inflation 
experienced in many countries during 
the war, popular sentiment favored 
restoration of the international gold 
standard. The United States was the first 
to return to the gold standard in 1919, 
with the removal of its embargo on gold 
exports. And by 1927, the number of 
countries on a gold standard was larger 
than ever before. But the restored inter- 
national gold standard bore only a 
superficial resemblance to the previous 
one. 

Once agai n, central banks bought and 
sold gold at fixed prices, and gold was 
allowed to move freely internationally. 
But with the exception of the United 
States, most countries operated on a 
gold bullion standard, rather than a gold 
coin standard. These countries redeem- 
ed their money in gold bars of large 
denomination only, and some — like 
Great Britain and the Netherlands — 
restricted gold sales to people wanting It 
for export or industrial uses only. By 
reducing the amount of gold used in 
domestic circulation, these measures 
made more gold available for inter- 
national payments. Without such 
measures, gold would have tended to be 
in short supply. 

Of even more significance was the 
widespread adoption of a gold- 
exchange standard for international 
reserves. To economize further on gold, 
central banks began to hold a significant 
proportion of their reserves in the form 
of financial Investments in London and, 
to a lesser extent, in New York and Paris. 
Because these reserves could be 
withdrawn anytime, and especially 
because the gold reserves of Great Bri- 
tain were not large, this system con- 
tained the seeds of its own destruction. 

Another problem with the restored 
gold standard was that the new gold 
parities did not adequately reflect the 
dl f Fe rent deg r ees of intlatioh liTte r 191 4. 
Of particular significance, because of its 
role as a reserve currency, was the 
overvaluation of the British pound sterl- 
ing. To reassert Its financial leadership 
and to attempt to restore prices to 
prewar levels, Britain returned to gold in 
1925 at the prewar parity for the pound 
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the Interwar period. For instance, in the 
1920's, the amount of gold certificates 
held by Reserve banks was nearly twice 
the amount legally required, giving the 
Federal Reserve System considerable 
leeway in its money-creating powers. 

Some central banks were constrained, 
however, by the effects of their 
operations on the balance of payments 
— and, hence, on their limited gold 
stocks. For example, because of a 
precarious balance-of-payments posi- 
tion, the Bank of England did not allow 
money and credit to expand as much as 
would otherwise have been desirable 
for the domestic economy. 

But balance-of-payments constraints 
were asymmetrical. The United States 
and France both experienced large gold 
inflows in the 1920"s, which, under the 
rules of the gold standard, should have 
led to expanded money supplies. But 
rather than allow such expansions to 
inflate their economies, these countries 
neutralized the monetary effects of gold 
inflows. 

The attempted restoration of the gold 
standard in the 1920's did not meet the 
test of consistency. Exchange rates were 
pegged on an ad hoc basis following the 
unheavals of the war, but hoped-for 
price adjustments in countries with 
payments deficits were too slow in com- 
ing. And the looser ties between money 
and gold allowed countries to follow 
more independent monetary policies 
than before. Also, international reserves 
varied in a haphazard manner as central 
banks substituted more or less reserve 
currencies for gold. 

Though the worldwide Depression 
subjected it to abnormal stress, the 
system was basically fragile. Gold 
parities were adopted without a com- 
plete enough acceptance of the other 
rules of the gold-standard game and, 
therefore, could not have been per- 
manently viable. 

Bretton Woods system 

Growing out of discussions among the 
major powers during World War II was a 
new international monetary organiza- 
tion, formally created at a 1944 con- 
ference at Bretton Woods, New 


Hampshire, and called the International 
Monetary Fund. The purpose of the 
Fund was to reestablish a fixed exchange 
rate system, with gold as the primary 
reserve asset. At the same time, rigidities 
and Inconsistencies of the previous 
gold-exchange standard were to be 
avoided. 

Member countries were obligated to 
declare fixed parities for their currencies 
in terms of gold or, alternatively, the 
gold content of the U.S. dollar in 1944. 
Thus, these parities were unequivocally 
expressed in gold. But other countries 
were not required to join the United 
States in making their currencies con- 
vertible to gold for foreign central 
banks. The requirement of maintaining 
a fixed parity for a currency could also 
be fulfilled by stabilizing its dollar value 
within plus or minus 1 percent of parity 
through central bank intervention in the 
foreign exchange market. 

The U.S. Treasury continued to buy 
and sell gold at $35 an ounce in transac- 
tions with foreign central banks and 
licensed users. But foreign countries 
that had been on the gold standard 
before World War II did not return to it. 
Even though their citizens could, in 
many cases, freely hold gold, no curren- 
cy other than the U.S. dollar was again 
made convertible to gold. 

Thus, the Bretton Woods system 
restored a gold-exchange standard, with 
the United States assuming Britain's 
earlier role as the main reserve currency 
country. Because of vast inflows of gold 
during the 1930's, the United States was 
in a better position to assume this role 
than Britain had been before. 

An important implication of the use of 
dollars as a reserve currency was that the 
total supply of international reserves 
varied with the payments position of the 
United States. When the United States 
ran a payments deficit, other countries 
were obligated to purchase the excess 
supply of dollars in the foreign exchange 
market to maintain the exchange values 
of their currencies at parity. 

If these dollars were converted to 
gold, the total amount of International 
reserves did not change, but the process 
increased foreign reserves at the ex- 
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pense of U.S. reserves. However, to the 
extent that foreign countries were 
satisfied with holding inflows of reserves 
in dollars, there was an increase in 
reserves abroad but no decrease in the 
gold reserves of the United States. 
Similarly, as long as no gold changed 
hands,a payments surplus for the Uni- 
ted States produced a decline in total 
international reserves. 

A problem with the gold-exchange 
s tandard of the 1920's had b eere^thk 
exchange rates were fixed in terms of 
gold parities but monetary policies of 
central banks were not harmonized suf- 
ficiently to ensure that fixed rates could 
be easily maintained. So, under the 
Bretton Woods system, member coun- 
tries were allowed to change the par 
values of their currencies in case of a 
fundamental disequilibrium. 

Although this term was not defined in 
the Articles of Agreement, it seemed to 
mean that internal economic stability 


should not be unduly sacrificed to 
achieve a balance in International 
payments. Nevertheless, It was widely 
believed that national monetary policies 
could be harmonized enough so that 
the need for changes in par values 
would be infrequent. 

To facilitate the financing of tem- 
porary and reversible swings In a coun- 
try's payments position, a new credit 
facility was established. Each member 

gold plus its own currency equal to a 
quota that was roughly proportionate to 
its economic size. 

Countries with temporary payments 
deficits could obtain foreign exchange 
from the IMF's pool of funds by purchas- 
ing it with their own currencies. Later, 
they would sell an equivalent amount of 
foreign exchange back to the Fund. 
Interest on credits extended in this 
manner was normally paid in gold. 
Countries could automatically purchase

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foreign exchange in an amount equal to 
the gold they had deposited with the 
Fund. Further drawings were con- 
ditional on the Fund being satisfied that 
the countries' economic policies were 
consistent with an improved balance in 
their international payments. 

Although quotas have been increased 
from time to time, credits extended by 
the IMF have, in fact, constituted only a 
small proportion of total international 
reserves. Gold and the U.S. dollar — 
and, to a much lesser extent, the British 
pound sterling — have been far more 
important. 

By allowing a degree of flexibility in 
exchange rates, the Bretton Woods 
system was supposed to discourage ex- 
change controls. But maladjustments 
inherited from the war were so great 
that most currencies did not become 
freely exchangeable for one another at 
near their official parities until 1958. 
Although reappearance of the prewar 
dollar shortage had been expected, this 
did not materialize. Marshall Plan aid 
and very substantial devaluations of 
foreign currencies against the dollar in 
1949 had helped restore the competitive 
positions of war-torn countries relative- 
ly quickly. 

Disintegration of postwar standard 

Dollar liabilities of the United States to 
foreign official institutions exceeded 
U.S. gold holdings for the first time in 
1964. A run on the U.S. gold stock then 
became conceivable but was not likely 
so long as U.S. payments deficits could 
be corrected. The Fund agreement did 
not require that the gold value of the 
dollar remain fixed. But the special 
position of the dollar as a reserve 
currency made it difficult for U.S. of- 
ficials to contemplate a dollar devalua- 
tion in terms of gold. Also, the economic 
importance of the United States made it 
difficult for them to devalue the dollar 
without triggering sympathetic 
devaluations by other countries, leading 
to uncertain results. 

Actually, it was not clear that U.S. 
payments deficits ought to be 
eliminated before something was done 
about the shortage of monetary gold. 


The Bretton Woods system needed the 
international reserves being created by 
U.S. deficits because world production 
of gold barely exceeded private de- 
mand. But if the United States continued 
to run payments deficits, its position as 
the world's banker would deteriorate. 
Further deficits would increase its dollar 
liabilities and reduce its holdings of 
gold, leading to weakened confidence 
in its ability to maintain convertibility of 
the dollar to go'Id. 

On the other hand, if the United 
States restored confidence in the dollar 
by taking steps to curb its payments 
deficits, an important source of inter- 
national reserves would be cut off. If this 
happened, the expansion of inter- 
national reserves would tend to lag 
behind the growth of international trade 
and payments, making It more likely that 
countries would resort to tariffs, ex- 
change controls, or deflationary policies 
for balancing their international 
payments. 

France proposed a devaluation of all 
currencies by the same amount, which, 
while maintaining exchange rates exact- 
ly as before, would have increased the 
value of gold reserves. The difficulty 
with this idea was that a large increase in 
the price of gold might generate such 
large increases in gold production and 
reserves as to encourage inflationary 
monetary policies. But only a small 
increase could generate expectations of 
further increases, which might swell 
private hoard! ng of gold and decrease its 
availability to central banks. In addition, 
a higher gold price would have penaliz- 
ed the countries that had, in good faith, 
held most of their reserves in dollar or 
pound sterling balances. 

In fact, France went farther and 
recommended, in addition to a higher 
price for gold, the complete return to an 
international gold standard, with per- 
manently fixed parities and the conver- 
tibility of all currencies to gold, at least 
for central banks. From then on, the 
monetary policies of every nation would 
have been constrained by the revalued 
stock of international gold reserves. But 
the proposal to return to an inter- 
national gold standard did not receive 
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International Reserve Position of United States 
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wide acceptance. The majority of coun- 
tries were unwilling to give up the 
monetary sovereignty entailed. 

In 1967, to make the international 
monetary system safe for the elimination 
of U.S. payments deficits, the members 
of the IMF agreed, instead, to the crea- 
tion of a new international reserve asset 

— called Special Drawing Rights (SDR's) 

— to supplement dollars and gold. 
These bookkeeping entries in the ac- 
counts of the Fund are allocated to 
participating members in proportion to 
their quotas and have been used to 
settle payments imbalances between 
members. 

Special Drawing Rights are similar to 
gold in that they are a generally accep- 
table reserve asset without being a legal 
debt. They have, in fact, been called 
''paper gold." Initially, their value was 
defined in terms of gold, and they had a 
gold-value guarantee. The SDR facility 
has worked well to date. But its es- 
tablishment did not prevent a 
breakdown of the Bretton Woods 


system as a result of overly rigid ex- 
change rates. 

Steps were taken to insulate the gold 
stocks of central banks from the effects 
of the gold shortage. To keep the market 
price of gold from being bid up above 
the official price of $35 an ounce, the 
major central banks stood ready to feed 
gold into the London market. But by 
1968, speculative buying of gold had so 
depleted the stocks of central banks that 
this practice was abandoned. Instead, 
the free-market price of gold was allow- 
ed to find its own level. 

Also in that year, an act of Congress 
eliminated the requirement that the 
Federal Reserve hold gold certificates 
equal to at least 25 percent of the value 
of Federal Reserve notes, thereby free- 
ing all Treasury gold for international 
use. A similar reserve requirement 
against other Federal Reserve liabilities 
had been dropped in 1965. 

By the time of the first allocation of 
SDR's in 1970, the U.S. payments posi- 
tion had worsened, rather than im- 
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proved. The U.S. trade balance, which 
had been in surplus by over $6 billion in 
1964, registered surpluses of less than $1 
billion in 1968 and 1969 and fell into 
deficit by over $2 billion in 1971. The 
deterioration of the U.S. trade position 
was due partly to rising inflation in the 
United States and partly to more rapid 
productivity increases abroad. 

Countries with payments surpluses 
might have revalued their currencies 
upward in the light of the fundamental 
disequilibrium that had occurred. But 
surplus countries were reluctant to 
revalue because of the resulting impact 
on employment in their export in- 
dustries. Moreover, they did not seem 
willing to accept a devaluation of the 
U.S. dollar without countering with 
some devaluations of their own, at least 
partially nullifying its effects. 

A basic weakness of the Bretton 
Woods system was that the responsibili- 
ty for adjustment was unclear. A mul- 
tilateral agreement on a new structure of 
exchange rates that was acceptable to all 
countries was needed. To private 
holders of dollars, however, a deprecia- 
tion of the dollar, one way or another, 
was inevitable. And the resulting 
massive outflow of dollars in the 
summer of 1971 forced the Unitec States 
to suspend convertibility, as Britain had 
done 40 years before. 

In December 1971, parties at an inter- 
national conference at the Smithsonian 
Institution agreed to a new structure of 
exchange rates. But the attempted 
return to a fixed parity system was 
unsuccessful. The reserves of central 
banks amounted to less than half of the 
short-term funds that could be switched 
from one currency to another. 

Moreover, even when reserves of 
central banks could be used to defend 
fixed parities, the cost in terms of 
economic stability had become too 
high. Central banks of countries with 
payments surpluses, by buying foreign 
exchange to maintain their currenciesat 
parity. Injected new money into their 
economies. And the resulting inflation 
was not easily offset by other means. In 
early 1973, after another bout of massive 
speculative flows of money into surplus 


countries, the major central banks 
decided to allow their currencies to 
float, rather than try to defend the 
Smithsonian parities or negotiate a new 
structure of rates. 

Like the gold-exchange standard of 
the 1920's, the Bretton Woods system 
suffered from basic inconsistencies. 
Because exchange rate adjustment was 
made only in cases of fundamental 
disequilibrium, private speculation 
could anticipate coming devaluations or 
revaluations, setting the stage for an 
international monetary crisis. The Fund 
agreement did not establish a procedure 
for making timely and frequent ad- 
justments of exchange rates but, instead, 
assumed that exchange adjustment 
would be a rarity becauseof a hoped-for 
harmonization of national monetary 
policies. Yet, there was no mechanism to 
coordinate national monetary policies, 
as had automatically occurred under the 
19th-century gold standard. 

There was a similar lack of consistency 
In the rules regarding gold. Gold was to 
be the primary International reserve 
asset, and its price was fixed because of 
the uncertainties and inequities involved 
in changing It. But there was no 
assurance that there would be enough 
gold production at a fixed price. When a 
gold shortage arose, the dollar and 
SDR's had to be substituted for gold in 
international reserves. 

Moreover, since the dollar was con- 
vertible to gold for foreign central 
banks, the United States could not con- 
tinue feeding it into the private market 
to keep its price there at the official level 
of $35 an ounce. I nstead, there had to be 
a separation of the private-market price 
from the official price. But central banks 
then became unwilling to trade gold at 
the official price when the market was 
telling them it was really worth much 
more. The resulting immobilization of 
gold suggested that a rethinking of its 
role in the International monetary 
system was badly needed. 

Role of gold today 

A system of managed floating of ex- 
change rates has been substituted for 
the Bretton Woods system of par values 
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based on gold. But international trade 
and investment have not been adversely 
affected to any significant extent, as 
some observers had feared. Still, since 
even managed floating requires inter- 
national coordination of central bank 
intervention, efforts have been made to 
formulate new rules for the Inter- 
national monetary system. 

Until June 1974, the main forum for 
this discussion was the IMF Committee 
on Reform of the International 
Monetary System — also called the 
Committee of Twenty — representing the 
entire 127-nation membership. At that 
time, this committee completed its 
Outline of Reform, indicating the 
general direction in which it believed 
the international monetary system 
should evolve. 

The committee agreed that there 
should be an improved procedure for 
assuring timely and effective balance- 
of-payments adjustments by both sur- 
plus and deficit countries. The com- 
mittee also agreed that all currencies 
should be convertible to reserve assets, 
with symmetrical obligations for every 


country. In addition, the committee 
suggested that there should be new par 
values for currencies, expressed in terms 
of the SDR rather than gold, and that the 
SDR should become the principal 
reserve asset, substituting to a large 
extent for gold and reserve currencies. 
Nevertheless, it recognized that gold 
reserves are an important component of 
global liquidity that should be usable for 
financing payments imbalances. 

Until such time as new par values may 
be adopted, the valuation of the SDR has 
been changed to make it more usable 
under managed floating; Originally, the 
value of the SDR was defined as equal to 
1/35 of an ounce of gold, or $1. But the 
two official devaluations of the dollar. In 
1972 and 1973, increased the valueof the 
SDR to $1.21. The value of the SDR in a 
foreign currency was obtained by mul- 
tiplying its dollar value by the exchange 
rate for the currency. Under managed 
floating of exchange rates, the value of 
the SDR was, therefore, fixed in termsof 
dollars but fluctuated in terms of other 
currencies. 

To make the value of the SDR more 
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broadly based — and, hence, more 
usable as a reserve asset — a new 
valuation procedure was put into effect 
in July 1974. The new procedure, effec- 
tive until such time as new par values for 
currencies are expressed in SDK's, 
defines the SDR as equal to fixed 
amounts of 16 leading currencies. The 
weight of the dollar in the basket of 
currencies was put at a third, and the 
SDR was given the same value in dollars 
as before, $1.21. Thus, valued in dollars, 
the SDR consisted of 40 cents plus other 
currencies worth 81 cents in July 1974. 

If the market values of the other 
currencies rise, on average, above those 
on this base date, the dollar value of the 
foreign currency portion of the SDR is 
increased to more than 81 cents. Actual- 
ly, since the beginning of the new 
valuation procedure, just the opposite 
has happened. The dollar value of the 
SDR is now a cent lower. 

Concrete reforms In the areas of ex- 
change rate adjustment and the conver- 
tibility of currencies to reserve assets are 
likely to be slow in coming. But there 
have already been some important 
developments with regard to gold. In 
August 1975, the IMF Interim Com- 
mittee on the International Monetary 
System agreed to move toward a com- 
plete set of amendments on gold to the 
Fund's Articles of Agreement. These 
include abolishing the official price of 
gold, establishing freedom for national 
monetary authorities to enter into gold 
transactions at market-related prices, 
and terminating the use of gold In 
transactions with the Fund. In addition, 
the committee agreed that a sixth of the 
Fund's gold would be sold, with profits 
being used to benefit developing coun- 
tries, and that another sixth would be 
returned to member countries. 

Since it will be at least two years 
before such amendments can become 
effective, the major countries have 
agreed on rules governing gold transac- 
tions that are consistent with the 
proposed reforms. First, to avoid de 
facto creation of a new monetary price 
for gold, no action will be taken to peg 
the price of gold. Second, countries will 


be allowed to buy and sell gold at any 
price, provided such actions do not 
Increase the stock of monetary gold in 
the hands of the participating countries 
and the IMF. 

Though the stock of monetary gold is, 
therefore, not likely to grow, neither is 
it likely to be reduced very much by sales 
of official gold holdings to the private 
market. The U.S. Treasury recently sold 
some gold to help satisfy the demands of 
American citizens, who regained the 
legal right to own the metal In January 
1975. But gold still has some attributes 
that other reserve assets do not have. 

Gold has intrinsic value, and its accep- 
tability is not dependent on inter- 
national agreement — as is true of SDK's. 
Also, reserves held in gold do not lose 
their value If reserve currencies 
depreciate. Consequently, gold reserves 
will continue to serve as one component 
of global liquidity for the foreseeable 
future, even though the price of gold is 
no longer fixed by governments. 
However, countries will probably be 
inhibited from using gold for routine 
and frequent settlements because of the 
risks created by a variable price. Gold 
will more likely be used for the settle- 
ment of payments imbalances In excep- 
tional cases — and then only as collateral 
for balance-of-payments loans between 
central banks. 

Conclusion 

The discipline of gold, of course, was 
simply a means to the objective of 
achieving relatively stable prices. As 
history indicates, however, the 
mechanism was somewhat faulty at best. 
The gold standard can achieve price 
stability if three conditions are met: (1) 
the cost of producing gold is constant 
relative to the cost of producing other 
commodities, (2) the monetary price of 
gold is chosen correctly, and (3) in- 
stitutional arrangements are such that 
monetary gold bears a fixed ratio to the 
money supply. Historically, these con- 
ditions have never been fulfilled 
simultaneously although the departures 
from them have sometimes offset one 
another. 

That the international gold standard 
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of the 19th century produced relatively 
stable prices over the long run was 
actually a historical accident. Had the 
decline in the relative use of gold as 
money not happened to compensate for 
the shortage of gold, general deflation 
would have occurred. After World War 
II, gold was reestablished as money in 
the international sphere alone because 
of the limited supplies. But just as the 
supply of gold had proved too inelastic 

to be used as a base for domestic money, 

it failed to allow sufficient growth of 
International monetary reserves in the 
postwar period. 

Hopefully, the disintegration of the 


gold standard will redirect attention to 
economic fundamentals. Whether un- 
der the legal cover of gold or not, a 
country's price performance over a 
period of years Is determined primarily 
by the growth of its money supply. 
Although money has a significant impact 
on production and employment In the 
short run, its major effect over a longer 
period is on prices. 

With the disappearance of the last 
elements of the gold standard. The 
money supply of the United States has 
ceased to be linked to gold In any way. 
And the country's destiny in the 
monetary realm is truly in its own hands.

It was gratifying to me to find such valuable information about specific 
gravity determinations in Robert F. Kriz' article, ^'METROLOGY = Precise 
Measurement,'' which appeared in The Numismatist of July, 1975, pp. 1485- 
1493. For although specific gravity Is known to be of utmost Importance in 
serious numismatic research. Col. Kriz' article was the first to appear in The 
Numismatist furnishing specific gravity since the publication of my own effort 
in the November, 1953, issue, ''Specific Gravity Determinations and Their 
Practical Applications in Numismatics." My article seemed to attract little 
attention at the time, perhaps because numismatists of a quarter of a century 
ago were not plagued by the flood of counterfeits which puzzle this present 
generation. 

It Is my purpose here to offer some commentaries on and additions to Col. 
Kriz' timely article. In a number of instances I must also mention my own 
observations which are at variance with those made by Col. Kriz. 


While it Is certainly true that specific 
gravity determinations are valuable for 
the detection of counterfeits, this is by 
no means their only use. Knowing the 
fineness of gold and silver coins gives us 
a much better appreciation of their 
monetary functions. A brilliant example 
of this is the relatively recent research 
that has been done on the later Byzan- 


tine gold and electrum coinage. ^ Still 
another, obvious advantage in know- 
ing the specific gravities of coins, par- 
ticularly of modern gold coins of little 
numismatic value, lies in calculating 
their bullion value. 

My article of November, 1953, 
presented a simple method of convert- 
ing a two-pan balance (by far the 
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Converted Two-pan Balance 


simplest and least expensive type) to an 
instrument for determining specific 
gravities of coins. For the vast majority of 
us, it is important that virtually no ex- 
pense is involved In this conversion. 
Briefly, it consists of substituting a heavy 
wire coil for one of the pans which has 
the exact weight of the opposing pan. 
Such a coil can easily be made from a 
clothes hanger. The coin is then 
suspended from the coil by a thread in 
which a sliding knot has been tied to 
form a loop. Its weight In water 
(preferably distilled water at a 
temperature of 4°C) is subtracted from 
Its weight in air and the difference is 
divided into the weight in air to obtain 
the specific gravity. This arrangement is 
illustrated by a drawing In my article. 
There is little that I would change about 
this presentation except to recommend 
that the thread be a very thin, single- 
strand nylon thread now obtainable at 
nearly any dry goods store under such 
names as ''transparent'' or "invisible 
thread." If the balance is sensitive to 
about 5 milligrams (1/200 gram) the 
specific gravities thus obtained are suf- 
ficiently accurate for many, if not most. 


purposes. One tool of quite modest 
price that is especially useful in deter- 
mining specific gravities is a pair of 
stamp tongs, readily obtainable where 
supplies for stamp collectors are sold. 
This instrument facilitates tying knots in 
thread and working with weights. 

A number of refinements on this 
method are possible, such as correcting 
for the tiny differences in the density of 
water caused by its thermal expansion 
over 4°C, a temperature used as a 
standard and at which water reaches its 
maximal density. (Col. Kriz gives 
detailed tables for this correction.) 
Another tiny error can easily be 
eliminated by using distilled water in- 
stead of tap water. There is also a minute 
coefficient of linear expansion of the 
metal of a coin, amounting to 0.0000194 
for 1°C between 0° and 100° C In the 
case of silver and 0.000014 In the case of 
gold. 

While it is well to keep these correc- 
tional factors and sources of minute 
errors in mind, an excessive concern 
with them complicates the procedures 
and calculations so much that it might 
inhibit the neophyte in numismatic

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metrology from making any initial 
attempts at all. Instead, the person mak- 
ing his first attempts at specific gravity 
determiniations should use simple 
equipment and simple calculations 
which do not require a calculating 
machine. The beginner, by the way, can 
easily check the accuracy of his techni- 
ques by determining for himself the 
specific gravities of coins of known 
fineness from reputable mints. Large 
coins, such as U.S. silver dollars and 
double eagles, are good examples. The 
German Imperial coinage of 1871 ff. also 
has high standards of accuracy and is 
likewise good practice material. Nearly 
pure gold is readily available In the form 
of Austrian four ducat restrikes dated 
1915, which have a legal fineness of 
986/1000. Mexican and other Latin 
American silver coins often have their 
finenesses stated on them. 

We must also bear in mind that the 
smaller the coin, the more difficult it 
becomes to determine its specific gravi- 
ty with accuracy. Gold coins weighing as 
little as a U.S. gold dollar are rather 
difficult to assay with much accuracy 
beyond the decimal point of the specific 
gravity unit unless we employ highly 
delicate, sensitive equipment not readi- 
ly available. (A gold dollar displaces less 
than 100 mg = 1/10 gram of water.) 
Although the specific gravities of gold 
alloys are somewhat more difficult to 
determine than those of silver because 
of the proportionately smaller water 
displacement of the former, the specific 
gravities of gold alloys vary much more 
dramatically in relation to fineness 
because gold Is so much heavier than 
silver or copper, the two metals with 
which it is commonly alloyed, while the 
specific gravities of silver and copper are 
not very far apart. Relating the fineness 
of a silver piece to its specific gravity 
therefore demands far greater accuracy 
of the specific gravity determination. 

It is my experience that modest tarnish 
on silver coins weighs so close to zero 


that it is unlikely to throw off results to 
any appreciable extent. Gold Is so nearly 
inert chemically under ordinary cir- 
cumstances that we seldom find any 
tarnish on it. Occasionally we encounter 
a reddish-purple or orange tarnish on 
gold, but this is extremely thin, perhaps 
of no more than several molecules 
thickness, as Is the case with soap 
bubbles so thin that they reflect the 
colors of the rainbow. Such gold tarnish 
is highly prized in any event. On the 
basis of my own experience I must 
disagree with Col. Kriz on the impor- 
tance of cleaning gold and silver coins to 
determine their specific gravities ac- 
curately, at least to the extent that I feel 
the magnesium foil method he 
recommends is unnecessary. All that is 
necessary in most cases is washing the 
coin with soap or liquid detergent and 
removing any dirt adhering around the 
lettering and in lines with a sharpened 
toothpick. In the case of ancient silver 
coins that have been buried for cen- 
turies one often finds a very hard grey- 
black patination. In most cases it would 
be inadvisable to attempt to remove this 
hard mass, although it is true that it is 
sometimes large enough to alter specific 
gravity results to a noticeable extent. I 
have also encountered mineral deposits 
on ancient gold coins which are not 
combined with the metal. Some of 
these, such as CaCO^ can be removed 
quite safely from gold coins by soaking 
in vinegar for about a day. 

Col. Kriz gives correlation charts for 
binary gold-copper and silver-copper 
alloys ranging from 800/1000 to 
1000/1000 fine. Unfortunately, these are 
quite inadequate for working with wide 
ranges of coinages. Electrum (base gold) 
was used in many important series, such 
as the Lesbian and Phocalc electrum of 
the 5th-4th centuries B.C.^ the 
somewhat later Carthaginian series, the 
Bosporus gold struck under the Roman 
Emperors, the late Byzantine coinage 
and a number of Indian series. Many

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modern silver coins are also less than 
800/1000 fine. Gold-silver alloys, which 
of course have higher specific gravities 
than those of gold-copper alloys, have 
also been frequently used for coinage, 
even including the early U.S. gold. Ex- 
perience teaches us how to differentiate 
the colors of gold-copper and gold- 
silver alloys. 

An asset that one should have handy 
when working with large numbers of 
coins is a specific gravfty graph. This can 
be made by drawing a curve through the 
various points of correlation between 
fineness and specific gravity. Especially 
well suited for the graph is graph paper 
which is divided into squares of 1 
millimeter. Such a graph, if carefully 
prepared with fine lines, can save much 
calculation needed in interpolating, and 
above all affords a good comprehensive 
view of the relationships. It is also 
valuable In working with ternary alloys, 
since one can thus make rough inter- 
polations between gold-copper and 
gold-silver alloys. 

The lowest line on the graph 
represents the theoretical specific 
gravities of binary silver-copper alloys, 
again taking 10.55 for silver and 8.96 for 
copper. On this basis an alloy of 500 parts 
of silver and 500 parts of copper should 
have a specific gravity of 9.69. Note, 
however, that all three alloy groups yield 
curves. Even the silver-copper alloys do 
not yield an absolutely straight line. As a 


result, all simple interpolations must 
contain some error. 

We must not, however, blithely 
assume that these theoretical 
calculations of the correlations of 
specific gravity and fineness are going to 
be exactly the same as experimentally 
obtained ones, even when we use highly 
accurate equipment. A number of 
researchers in this field, including 
myself, have observed that the ex- 
perimental specific gravities obtained 
for binary gold-copper alloys are 
characteristically slightly lower than the 
theoretical ones. This phenomenon is 
perhaps due to differences in molecular 
structure resultant from the alloying 
process. (We must bear In mind that 
alloys have a sort of analogy to solutions 
of salts in water.) Chemical bonding 
resulting In copper aurides has also been 
suggested. 3 

We also must not be too dogmatic 
about the exact specific gravities of pure 
gold (Au) and silver (Ag). There is a 
range of specific gravities for pure gold 
and pure silver depending on methods 
of refining and processing. High 
pressures, such as those used in the 
minting process, can alter the density of 
these metals to some extent. Col. Kriz 
uses 10.49 as the basis for his silver alloy 
calculations, but I find this figure rather 
low. A number of German states, such as 
Stolberg and Brunswick, have struck 
pure silver coins at times. While working

These percentages are equivalents of 24, 22, 18, 14 and 6 carat gold. Interpolating from my tables, the 
corresponding theoretical specific gravities would be 17.62 (22 carats), 15.02 (18 carats), 13.05 (14 carats) and 
10.36 (6 carats). As to gold-silver alloys, Mellor mentions much different findings: “C. Hatchett showed that the 
sp. gr. of silver-gold alloys differs very little from the values calculated from the sp. gr. of the constituent 
elements.” He then gives the following table of these:

It will be noted that these values differ only slightly from my theoretical gold-silver calculations. My 
assumption of a specific gravity of 10.55 for silver instead of 10.47 could easily account for most of the 
differences.

From these values we derive the following graphic representation:

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with these and modern pure silver in- 
gots I find their specific gravities to be 
more frequently in the 10.53 — 10.55 
range. In any event, the values I have 
used as a basis for the tables above are 
maximal values. 

Another complication results from 
traces of base metals^. One can often 
note a distinctly greenish tinge on gold, 
which is reputed to be due to traces of 
iron, a metal yy it h a much lower specific 
gravity (7.84)=than that of gold. We must 
bear in mind that the usual, commercial- 
ly feasible refining methods have their 
limitations in refining out the last traces 
of base metals often found in gold and 
silver ores. This was particularly true in 
earlier centuries, although we must note 
that the Greeks already had the ability to 
refine gold to a nearly pure state, a fact 
familiar to those of us who have in- 
vestigated the metrology of the gold of 
Alexander the Great (336-323 B.C.) and 
later Hellenistic coinages. 

StiH other complications can result 
from imperfections of the minting 
process. Not only do most minting laws 
provide certain tolerances for the con- 
venience of the mintmasters, but there is 
also the problem of obtaining absolute 
homogeneity in the alloy, even when 
the original ingot from which the 
planchets are prepared contains exactly 
the right proportion of noble and base 
metal as prescribed by law. I have notic- 
ed this In assaying a group of ten 
Krugerrands dated 1974 and 1975. I 
obtained a rather wide range of specific 
gravities for these, probably due to a 
lack of complete homogeneity in the 
ingots from which the planchets were 
made, in addition tothe possibility of my 
own experimental errors:

The legal composition of these pieces 
is 1 1 parts of gold and one part of copper 
(22 carats = 9167/1000), for which the 
theoretical specific gravity is 17.62. 
However, it will be noted that the 
average specific gravity of these ten 
pieces is 17.353, almost exactly the same 
as that reported by Mellor as the ex- 
perimental result for 22 carat gold- 
copper alloy (see footnote 3). The color 
of these pieces is reddish gold with a 
rather distinct rose tinge (from traces of 
Impurities?). 

Perhaps the ultimate wisdom with 
regard to specific gravity determinations 
in numismatic research is that empirical 
data should be relied on more than 
theoretical calculations and that the best 
numismatic metrologist is one with a 
wide range of experimental experience 
in addition to a theoretical understand- 
ing of his procedures. 

Those of us who have worked exten- 
sively with the metrological aspects of 
numismatics are well aware that they 
constitute a distinct and rewarding 
dimension of numismatic studies. In- 
deed, following the aesthetic and 
historical dimensions, these aspects 
might be said to constitute the third 
dimension of numismatics. 


••F.E. Matthews describes an interesting instance of an impurity of a quite different sort. In his article on gold 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica (1945 edition, vol. 10, page 480) he relates that a special agency, the Deutsche 
Gold und Silber Scheide Anstalt of Frankfurt a/M, was formed to refine small quantities of gold out of the silver 
coins of the German states struck prior to 1871 which were being recalled and reprocessed for the new Mark 
coinage. As a result, gold with a value of about £ 3,000,000 was recovered. 


Appendix (see table page 998) 

The table gives experimental data on a wide selection of gold coins, which have been 
arranged in a more or less chronological sequence. The specific gravities were determined by 
using a simple balance with an Iron coll substituted for one of the pans, as described early in the 
article preceding this appendix. Single-strand, thin Nylon thread was used to suspend the coins 
in air and then in water. Distilled water of room temperature was used and no corrections were 
made for thermal expansion. 
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I include this table for several reasons. One purpose Is to provide data for counterfeit 
detection. Many of the legal finenesses are not to be found in readily available reference works. 
The coins selected are, in most instances, representative of large and important series and thus 
give a sampling of the monetary uses of gold during the more than 2,500 years it has been used for 
coinage. Where legal finenesses are known, the relationship between them and the 
experimental specific gravities can be noted. Finally, the relationship of alloy content to color 
may be noted in the last column. This relationship is well-known to experienced gold collectors.

1. Agnes Brett, Catalogue of Greek Coins (Boston: Museum of Fine Arts, 1955), no. 1770. Head of lion with 
radiate knob. The Boston Museum specimen weighs 1.17gr. Brett does not give the specific gravity of this 
piece. 

2. Brett, op. cit., no. 1708. An unusual type with a Negro's head (or mask?) on reverse. Brett gives a weight of 
2.51gr. and a specific gravity of 12.19. Struck at Mytilene. Together with similar pieces struck at Phokaia, 
with which Mytilene concluded a monetary treaty about 400 B.C., this piece represents one of the most 
important gold series of antiquity prior to the Macedonian gold coinage starting in the middle of the 
fourth century B.C. For details on the treaty, see Barclay V. Head's Historia Numorum (1887; reprint ed. of 
1911 ed., Chicago, III.: Argonant, Inc., 1967), p. 558. 

3. With kantharos under horses; probably Mende mint. From the reign of Phillip II, 359-336 B.C. 

4. Struck during the reign of Alexander III, the Great, 336-323 B.C. or somewhat later. Lion-griffin on bowl of 
helmet of Athena similar to a piece which Brett (op.cit. no. 662) assigns to mint in Babylon. 

5. Jenkins and Lewis, Carthaginian Gold and Electrum Coins (1963) Group VI, nos. 307 ff. As to the color, see 
footnote 2 of the main text. Specific gravities are very important in assigning dates to Carthaginian gold 
coins. Our specimen Is In only fine condition. 

6. A similar specimen in Boston (Brett, no. 2275) weights 13.85gr. Our specimen Is in fine condition and has a 
highly interesting Irregularity; silvery grains which appear on the surface and stand out above the 
surrounding gold. These grains may thus be assumed to be much harder than the gold. I believe that they 
are particles of platinum, which often occurs In gold ores. Platinum is harder than gold and has a much 
higher melting point, a factor which perhaps prevented this impurity from being refined out. 

8. Worn specimen, only about fine and with possible further weight loss through edge filing. Struck during 
the reign of Nero. The normal weight of this issue would seem to have been around 7.35gr. 

11. From the reign of Vasu Deva. The early Kushan gold is presumed to have been struck from remelted 
Roman gold coins which the Indians acquired In trade with Romans. The later Kushan gold, especially 
that of the “Little Kushans,'' become badly debased during the course of several centuries. 

14. The early Islamic gold coinage got its start as an imitation of the contemporary Byzantine coinage. The 
slightly lower weight of the Islamic imitations is presumed to have been set to equal the average weight of 
Byzantine solid! actually in circulation with a weight loss through wear. The diameter is also about the 
same as that of the Byzantine solid! of the time. 

15. Although this piece was struck 263 years later than the previous one, the standard seems to have been the 
same, since this specimen is slightly more worn. The weights and finenesses of Islamic gold coins of later 
centuries diverge widely from those of these two pieces. Al-Mansuriyah is in Tunisia. This and the 
previous coin were attributed by Dr. George Miles of the American Numismatic Society. 

20. As far as I know, the gold coinage of the Nicean Empire is the earliest for which there is actual 
documentation of the legal fineness. From a passage in Pachymeres we know that the nomisma of John I 
Vatatzes was 2/3 gold. (See Warwicks Wroth, British Museum, Catalog, 1911; reprint ed. Chicago, III.: 
Argonant, Inc., 1966), page Ixxi. The specific gravity of our specimen, which appears to be alloyed mostly 
with copper, would seem to confirm Pachymeres. 

22. For documentation of the legal fineness of this very famous coin, see Numismatische Zeitschrift, vol. 30 
(1898), p. 271. The law provided for gold of 2 OV 2 carats, with the remainder 3/4 silver and 1/4 copper. 
Again, our specific gravity confirms the legal fineness. This specimen purchased from Dr. V. Clain- 
Stefanelll in August, 1952. 

26. For detailed information on the quite varied fineness of the Goldgulden, see Friedrich von Schrbtter, 
Worterbuch der Munzkunde (Berlin and Leipzig: Wolter De Gruyter & Co., 1930), p. 229. 

27. Annulet coinage, thus the dates given. 

28. F. von Schrbtter, op. cit., p. 184, gives the fineness of these famous pieces as 23 3/4 carats. 

29. The Indian name for these pieces is varaha, the Sanskrit word for “boar." Pagoda is the European 
corruption applied to the denomination. The gold coins of this denomination, along with the half 
pagodas, were an extremely important gold coinage of Southern India and are still relatively common. 
They were struck in large quantities by Vijayanagar from the early 15th century A.D. down to the Battle of 
Tallikota in 1565, and in smaller quantities even beyond that. There are later imitations by various 
governments into the 19th century. 

30. This piece is the famous “Bacchanalian" mohur, which shows Emperor Jahangir lifting a wine goblet in 
disdain of Moslem tradition. Most early mohurs seem to have a typical specific gravity of about 18.8. 

33. The jewelry industry refers to an alloy of 75% gold and 25% silver as “green gold." This piece and no. 46 do, 
in fact, have a rather greenish cast. This seems to be a characteristic color of the alloy rather than a 
discoloration due to impurities.

In the April issue of The 
Numismatist and in the re- 
cent numismatic press the 
winners of the design con- 
test for the 1976 ANA con- 
vention medals were an- 
nounced. Each of the 
winners. Jack Ahr for the 
obverse and Mico Kaufman 
for the reverse design, will 
be presented a check for 
$500 during the 85th An- 
niversary Convention of the 
ANA to be held in New York 
City, August 24-29, and we 
hope many of our readers 
will be present on this 
memorable occasion. But 
what of the other designs? 
What were the other designs 
given final and serious con- 
sideration by the select 
committee of judges? In- 
deed, by whom were they 
submitted? The accom- 
panying photographs show 
the stuff of which conven- 
tion designs are made and 
also attest to the difficulty 
which faced by the judges in 
making their selections. 
It will be quickly noted 
how similar the landmarks, 
historical sites and themes 
are in virtually every design, 
whether obverse or reverse. 
Understandably the Statue 
of Liberty is the single most 
common component and is 
indeed the dominant 
feature of Ahr's winning 
design. The New York 
Skyline too characterizes 
several of the designs, as do 
Federal Hall, our first 
Federal Capitol, and George 
Washington. Nor are the 
present or the future 
neglected as another signifi- 
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reverse 



cant New York landmark is 
given prominence: the Un- 
ited Nations. 

Although the results are 
already known, you might 
like to try your own hand at 
the judging the designs. The 
accompanying photographs 
are offered in the same way 
as they were presented to 
the judges so that you, as 
they, have no prior 
knowledge of the submit- 
tors of the designs. Listed 
alphabetically the semi- 
finalists were: Jack Ahr, 
Arlington Heights, Illinois; 
Ted DuBay, Teaneck, New 
jersey; Harold P. Gerhardt, 
Danbury, Connecticut; 
William E. Hanna, Stewart 
Manor, New York; Alan F. 
Hunter, Hewitt, New Jersey; 
Mico Kaufman, North 
Tewsbury, Massachusetts; 
Lewis J. King, Jr., Arlington, 
Virginia; George L. Osborn, 
New Orleans, Louisiana; 
and Victor Titoff, San Fran- 
cisco, California. 

While quality was the 
prime objective, quantity 
was certainly evident in the 
entries of many. Indeed a 
casual perusal of the above 
list indicates that several en- 
trants are represented by 
more than one design. Yet 
not ail of the designs that 
each submitted were among 
those given final considera- 
tion. Whether one design or 
a dozen were submitted, 
each of the entrants is 
gratefully thanked for his 
time, thought and energy. 
The competition was close, 
the interest high, and the 
result expected is a truly 
outstanding ANA conven- 
tion medal. 

As in the past, the winning 
designs will adorn the 
convention badges and 
medal sets. Medallions 
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of 3/4 inch and 1 1/2 inch diameter bronze will be available at $3.50 each. A plastic 
encased three piece set of medals, consisting of 1 1/2 inch bronze and silver medals 
and a 3/4 bronze medal will be available at $17.50. In spite of rising costs, these prices 
remain unchanged from last year. Also available will be a 3/4 inch plastic encased 
medal in gold, as well as for the first time In nearly 20 years a gold registration badge. 
Prices on these items are not yet available, but each will be ^ered on an advarnred 
subscription basis only, direct from ANA headquarters. Information on ail badges, 
medals and medal sets is available from ANA headquarters, or Jackson C. Storm, 
General Chairman ANA 85th Anniversary Convention, 159-15 Northern Boulevard, 
Flushing, New York 11358. 


Moynthan Awarded Hidaic Heritj^ Society Medal 

In recognition of his outspoken and 
courageous stand at the United Nations, U.S. 
Ambassador Daniel Patrick Moynihan has 
been selected as the recipient of the 1975 
Annual Award medal of The Judaic Heritage 
Society. This annual award, recognizing out- 
standing service to the Jewish people, has 
been a Society tradition since 1972. The first 
annual award medal. Issued in the year of 
Israel's 25th anniversary, honored the late 
President Harry S. Truman for his historic role 
in the recognition of the State of Israel. In 
1973 the award was given to Golda Meir for a 
lifetime of devoted service to the Jewish 
cause. In 1974 the award was presented to 
Senator Henry ''Scoop" Jackson in 
acknowledgment of his unstinting efforts on 
behalf of Jewish emigration from Soviet 
Russia. 

The Tribute to Moynihan Medal has been designed by Oscar Harris, designer of all the 
previous annual award medals. Karen Worth, Fellow of the National Sculpture Society and one of 
America's most esteemed medallists has been commissioned to sculpt the medal. The solid gold 
annual award medal will be presented to Ambassador Moynihan together with a proclamation 
on behalf of the membership of The Judaic Heritage Society. 

"Tribute to Moynihan" is being struck in high-relief by Art Medals, Inc. (AMI). Medals of 11 / 2 " 
diameter will be available to collectors in the following editions: 100 medals in solid 14 karat gold 
for $430 each; 5,000 medals In solid sterling silver at $25 each; and an unlimited solid bronze 
edition, $10 each. The medals are slightly larger than U.S. silver dollars. Each is hallmarked and 
numbered on the rim. A display stand is provided at no extra cost with each medal.

Reagan Foundation Aids ANA Grading Service 

Edward C. Rochette, executive vice presi- 
dent of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion receives a $500 check from Kenneth L.

Reagan Memorial Foundation, Inc. The 
presentation was made at the recent ANA 
board meeting in Colorado Springs, and the 
check is to be used to help fund the ANA's 
new grading service. These funds are entirely 
separate from the Reagan Foundation's 
current drive for the bicentennial gift of 
pattern dollars tothe Smithsonian Institution. 
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■ Eminent columnist Sydney J. Harris 
wrote recently that, in this Bicentennial 
year, Americans need to read and study 
the papers, speeches and other 
documents of the men who founded 
our nation. Although not one of our 
founding fathers, George Wilson Jr. 
published a wordy treatise titled The 
Greenbackers and Their Doctrines that, 
98 years later. Is still worthy of medita- 
tion. As samples, take time to read and 
ponder the following excerpts, keeping 
in mind that they were written in 1878 
when government paper ''money'' was 
little more than an innovation. 

Man knows not experimentally of 
anything that is fixed and un- 
changeable. The solid earth 
beneath us trembles and fails us. 
Philosophers have Imagined a body 
"Alpha," a fixed point In the un- 
iverse by which to measure the 
motions of all others. But no such 
body can be found. Not only earth Is 
not steady beneath us, our system is 
not steady; but earth, sun and all are 
traveling swiftly through space. 
Where the volume of heat from the 
sun is not fixed, where nothing of 
which we have any knowledge is 
fixed, why expect the values of 
articles constantly varying in their 
amount to be fixed in their value as 
measured in a certain other article 
(money)? 

A very large number of those who 
offer a plan to relieve the present 
distress begin at once on what the 
government should do; and It may 
nearly all be summed up in this — 


"let the government raise more 
money and hire everybody not 
already hired." One cause of the 
trouble is that it raises too much 
money and hires too many men 
already. 

Too much power in the govern- 
ment, too many salaries, too many 
functionaries to draw pay and to 
embezzle, too much interference 
with the laws of trade, too great a 
departure from the proper func- 
tions of government, have produc- 
ed a terrible state of affairs; which is 
to be cured by more power in the 
government, more functionaries 
and employees, more salaries, and 
greater departures from the proper 
functions of government. 

As Herbert Spencer shows, a child 
accustomed to have all it wants by a 
nurse, and to have an exaggerated 
idea of the nurse's power, will 
presently cry for the moon, and 
beat the nurse for not getting it; and 
people accustomed to think that 
the government can get them out of 
their troubles and make bad times 
good, will, on the failure of the 
government to accomplish 
impossibilities, overthrow it in rage 
and disappointment. 

It would be difficult, from my point of 
view, to compose a more accurate word 
picture of our economic attitude in this 
1976 Bicentennial year. This country has 
endured fully a century as a fool's 
paradise; can it survive for our children's 
children's children to celebrate the 
Tricentennial of the "United" States 
Independence? 

■ A weekly section in one of the 
Colorado Springs newspapers has a TV 
movie listing and recently the following 
appeared. "Sherlock Holmes enters a 
case in which robbers plan to steal bank 
plates and mint their own money." It 
was an afternoon movie so I didn't get to 
see it, but unless the setting was over a 
century ago, it must have given the 
erroneous impression that banks issue 
their own money. Furthermore, the 
listing, at least, lent credence to the 
belief of many that paper money is made 
at a mint, and therefore is "minted."

Mister Omega, Please Write! 

An international counterfeiter of modern U.S. gold coins has signed his work. 
After more than two years of seereey, the time has come for AN ACS to introduce 
Mr. Omega. He has produced the majority of the U.S. 1907 high relief double eagles 
and 1882 $3 gold counterfeits we have seen at ANACS. 


These forgeries are of good quality. 
The high relief double eagles were first 
seen at the 1971 ANA Convention in 
Washington, D.C. Two even finer 
forgeries were shown to ANACS staffers 
at the ana's Los Angeles convention last 
August. The 1882 $3 counterfeits have 
been seen since ANACS opened in the 
spring of 1972, and we believe the first of 
these reached the U.S. at least a year or 
so earlier. 

When the Certification Service re- 
jected the high relief pieces as 
counterfeits, several collectors and 
dealers called and wrote to ANACS to 
protest*. They believed we were con- 
demning perfectly genuine specimens 
of this valuable coin. Articles were 
published to defend the coins, and to 
politely suggest that the Certification 
Service had erred in condemning them. 

Because secrecy was then so impor- 
tant, we elected to bear the criticism 
until the time was right for public dis- 
closure, allowing time for the staff and a 


select group of numismatists to retrace 
the research for confirmation of our 
findings. 

This case began in the winter of 1973- 
74 when a collector sent to ANACS a 
1907 high relief double eagle. The coin 
was not new to us: it was counterfeit, 
and was struck with the same false dies as 
had been used to produce a dozen or so 
other pieces we had condemned earlier. 
The coin was of proper weight, and the 
specific gravity showed the alloy to be 
quite close to the official .900 fine. 

We had learned to detect these 
counterfeits through microscopic ex- 
amination which revealed features on 
the obverse, reverse and edge which did 
not appear on any well-pedigreed, 
known genuine pieces we had been 
privileged to examine. The 
counterfeiter had produced very fine 
dies, but he couldn't reproduce the 
original coin in every detail. 

On this occasion we gave the coin 
even more Intense microscopic study

When enlarged to about 35 power the Omega 
is seen to be complete and carefully shaped. 
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Genuine 1882 $3 gold pieces have no marking 
in the loop of the R. 


than before. Something new was found 

— a worm-like depressed line in the 
recess within the eagle's talon. The line 
was shaped thus: ft — a near-perfect 
Greek omega! 

But was it truly an omega, or was it 
simply a squiggly Irregularity in the 
recessed surface of the coin? We 
couldn't be certain unless further 
evidence was uncovered. 

Three weeks later, as we studied a 
counterfeit $3 gold piece dated 1882 — 
the most recent of twenty-five or more 
identical forgeries we had seen — an 
irregularity in the recessed top loop of 
the R in LIBERTY caught our eyes. 
Stepping up the magnification on the 
stereo zoom microscope to 60 power, 
we found it was another omega, virtually 
identical to the one on the 1907 double 
eagle. 

Having found the same Greek letter 
on two different gold counterfeits — 
one dated 1882 and the other dated 1907 

— it followed that the minute 
characteristic was not an accidental 
irregularity, but rather was the in- 
disputable signature of the 
counterfeiter, thenceforward to be 
known as Mr. Omega. 

While it is true that most of the 1882 $3 
and 1907 $20 forgeries we see carry Mr. 
Omega's signature, there are other 
forgeries of both of these issues which 
don't have his mark, and presumably 
were made by other forgers. To receive a 
knowledgeable opinion as to the 
authenticity of your specimens, send

them to ANACS. See the Certification 
Service advertisement In this issue for 
details. 

And, finally, a few words for Mr. 
Omega himself: 

Mr. Omega, we know you apply your 
talents in a shop on the other side of the 
Atlantic, and probably you don't receive 
The Numismatist. But surely someone 
who knows you will show you this 
article. We don't condone your 
counterfeiting, but we hope you'll write 
to tell us a bit about your operation. 
How many false 1882 $3's and 1907 $20's 
have you made, and are you still produc- 
ing them? 

We won't press you for too many 
details, because that might deter you 
from replying. But above all, Mr. 
Omega, please write! 


ANACS Questions and Answers 

Q. / have a 1943 copper cent which I want you to certify. I've read your brochure, 
but I still have a question. 
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why must I value my coin at $10,000 or more, and pay a fee of at least $300, in order 
to bring it to your office in Washington, D.C.? 

A. In 1972, when ANACS opened, people could deliver coins in person and 
declare any value. But when this personal delivery service became well known, the 
ANACS staff found that it was spending far too much time handling personally 
delivered coins, while coins submitted by mail were delayed. 

When a customer asks to have a coin authenticated while he waits, he is in effect 
asking that he be given priority over all customers who have mailed coins to ANACS. 
This is unfair to those who are willing to mail their coins and await their turns. 

And personal deliveries create a security problem. Whenever a coin is delivered in 
person, all other coins on the prernises must be secured in a bank vault. Thus, the 

coins are not available to the staff from a half hour before the Appointment (some 

customers arrive early) until after the customer leaves. The operating costs of ANACS 
continue throughout the visit, so we must ask the personal-delivery customer to 
absorb this. 

Sending coins to ANACS by registered mail is remarkably safe. Among thirty 
thousand registered coin mailings, weVe had but three losses. In each case the Postal 
Service reimbursed the owner. 

Insured parcel post is much less secure. Perhaps thirty of eight thousand insured 
parcel post coin shipments have failed to reach their destination. You may, of course, 
use Insured parcel post, but we recommend registered mail. 

Q. / value my 1927-D Double Eagle at $75,000. Your fee is three percent of this, or 
$2,250. How can you charge so much for authenticating the coin? 

A. In no case — regardless of the high value of a coin — does the fee exceed $500. 
And whenever the fee for examining a coin exceeds $100, if we find it is not genuine, 
all but $100 of the fee is refunded. On those rare occasions when ANACS cannot reach 
a meaningful opinion, the entire base fee, less return postage, is refunded. 

Q. / bought a 1932-Squarter which I think has been whizzed.lf I send ittoyou,will 
you tell me if it has been specially treated? 

A. Whenever ANACS examines a coin which, in our opinion, has been whizzed or 
otherwise treated to make it appear more desirable than it actually is, we advise the 
submittor with a note which Is enclosed with the coin when it is returned. This 
information does not appear on the certificate. 

When you send a coin for certification, just write ''Whizzed?'' on the coin envelope. 
We'll reply.

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National Academy of Design Honors Rockefeller 



Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller has received the gold President's Medal of the 
prestigious National Academy of Design, New York, from Alfred Easton Poor, academy president 
and prominent architect. 

Rockefeller is only the eighth recipient of the award in the 151 year history of the National 
Academy, the first national organization of professional artists in the U.S. Elihu Root, former 
Secretary of State, Nobel Peace Prize recipient and leader in the beautification of Washington, 
D.C., is the only previous government official to receive the award. Poor said Rockefeller was 
selected ''as a patron of the arts, for his support of museums for the advancement of the arts and 
for the use of his position as Vice President, and earlier as New York's governor, to encourage the 
development of the arts." 

Rockefeller received the award in brief ceremonies at the Executive Office Building 
(Washington, D.C.) which coincided with the opening of the National Academy's 151st annual 
exhibition in New York in mid-March. 

The 14 kt. gold medal, 2 1/4 inches in diameter, was established by Cass Gilbert, former 
president of the academy. Gilbert's most famous architectural works included the neo-Gothic 
Woolworth Building, New York City, at the time the tallest building in the world; Supreme Court 
Building, Washington, D.C.; and the Minnesota and West Virginia capitols. 

The medal features the head of Minerva, goddess of the arts, on the face, and an arm aiming an 
arrow at the stars on the reverse. The reverse is inscribed, "Artes ad Astra," meaning "the arts 
toward the stars." 

The medal was created by academy member and famous 20th century sculptor Robert Aitken, 
who also created the U.S. $50 Panama-Pacific gold piece, the Missouri Centennial half dollar and 
the California-Pacific half dollar. His most famous works include the four heroic figures that won 
a medal at the Panama-Pacific Exposition, the Samuel Gompers Memorial, Washington, D.C., 
and friezes for the Gallery of Fine Arts, Columbus, O. 

The academy was created to educate art students and provide facilities to exhibit the works of 
professional artists. As a trustee for a number of funds, the academy commissions murals for 
major public buildings. Presidential libraries and state capitols, and regularly purchases the 
works of American artists, donating more than 400 paintings to 311 museums in 47 states. 

Academicians and associates of the academy are elected on the basis of recognized 
excellence, with the total number of living national academicians limited to 125 painters, 50 
sculptors, 25 architects, 25 graphic artists and 25 aquarelists (watercolorists). There are also some 
275 associates, representing almost every state in the nation.

FEATURING FAKES 


Arthur Simmons of North Miami^ Florida, one of the instructors at OIN's Miami 
Beach and St. Petersburg counterfeit detection seminars in January, has told me of an 
unusual collecting category ... of a collector who's putting together a date-set of cast 
counterfeit U.S.A. Trade dollars. That lad's collection already includes an 1873, 1873- 
CC, 1874, 1874-CC, 1874-S, 1875, 1875-CC, 1876, and 1878-S. 

From Bangkok I've seen probably a dozen counterfeit U.S.A. and Japanese Trade 
dollars, rather crudely cast, evidently in fine sand molds. But such cast texture can be 
seen without a 'scope, if you know what to look for. You'd say such sloppy 
workmanship wouldn't fool anyone ... but it does! 

About six years ago Pete Foerster came across the most beautiful job of casting I'd 
seen up 'til then, an 1873 "'proof" U.S.A. Trade dollar. Also, at that same time, I saw an 
1873 "proof" seated Liberty dollar. Both coins I borrowed for use at one of our 
counterfeit detection seminars. 

Unfortunately, at some hour during the first day of that seminar, some unknown 
soul quietly "acquired" that 1873 "proof" Trade dollar. A group of uninvited visitors 
had trouped into the seminar room and when they were gone, so was the 1873 
"proof" Trade dollar. And that was the last time we ever allowed visitors to enter the 
seminar room! 

(The coin shown above is a genuine 1879 proof, and is shown because I don't have a 
photo of one of the counterfeits.) 

The pictured Mei-ji 10 (1877 A.D.) is another piece sold in Bangkok. The Americano 
who when visiting in foreign lands, thinks he's getting a "steal" from an uninformed 
foreigner, doesn't realize it's a safe bet that the foreigner has a recent edition of Dick 
Yeoman's "Red Book" under the counter. 
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What to do if youVe sold a fake? 

A letter from a New Jersey collector suggests that many ANA members, himself 
included, aren't aware that they may have recourse when they're sold a fake or an 
altered coin. The collector writes that over the years he's been "had" five times, and 
never was able to recapture his money. 

Of course, if you confine your purchasing to someone whom you know, you're 
less likely to fi nd yourself on the losing side of a dispute, but for coins ordered through 
the mails which, when receive^, are found to be faked, altered, or grossly over- 
graded, these are the things you should know, the steps you should take: 

You should keep the publication or the catalog from which you ordered the coin. 
Such catalog or publication no doubt went through the mails. Keep such paper until 
you are satisfied that your new coin is as advertised. You may have to build a case of 
use of the mails. 

Also keep the carbon or Xerox of your letter ordering the coin, as well as any 
correspondence you have concerning that purchase. 

Also, keep the wrapper or the envelope in which you received the coin. The Postal 
Inspector will ask for that wrapper or envelope to support your statement that the 
coin came to you through the mails. 

But, before you visit your nearest postal inspector, get in touch with the seller to see 
if you can't resolve the matter amicably. (Everybody sometimes makes an honest, 
unintentional mistake.) 

Failing to settle the dispute yourself, or through the postal inspector, then ... and 
only then ... send the coin, and Xerox copies of all papers concerning the ordering and 
correspondence about the coin, to Complaints, ANA, Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 
80901, along with your cover letter listing the steps you've taken trying to resolve the 
dispute, ana's complaint desk then will get In touch with the other party, notifying 
the other party of your complaint and asking for a reply. 

In the future, beware of any coin offered to you at a "fire sale" price. As Byron 
Johnson always puts it, "The only thing you get at a fire sale is burnt!" 

At a bourse, if you Kke a coin and its price, as you pay the man for the coin, say, 
"Now you have your money out of that coin, but you keep the coin, you send it to 
ANACS in Washington, DC. When you get the coin back with its certificate of 
genuineness, then send the coin and its certificate to me, along with your invoice for 
the ANACS fee and postage, and I'll reimburse you for the postage and insurance." If 
he knows his coin is good, he'll do as you ask.

The Three Dollar Bill — Does your collection contain any? Are they all phony, as 
many have believed? Why are they so suspect. Since they do appear, however, how 
many aret+ter« a nd by w h at autho ri t i es we r e they issued? A t l eas t one cotiector has 
attempted to answer this last question, and thanks to the generosity of Q. David 
Bowers, the ANA now has what may be the largest collection of three dollar bills in 
existence, there being nearly 250 different specimens in this outstanding collection. 



In his Heath Literary Award winning 
article, "'As Phony as a Three Dollar Bill,'' 
Eric P. Newman addresses himself to 
several of these questions raised and 
notes that "'counties, cities, business 
corporations and individuals joined the 
banks in issuing currency during the 
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19th Century until the end of the Civil 
War and those issues are replete with 
three dollar bills. In every area of the 
United States^ the public was familiar 
with the three dollar bill.'' 

A sampling of the Bowers donation 
well illustrates this. For example^ the 
County of Polk (Tennessee) issued its 
own scrip in April, 1863, "receivable in 
payment of County taxes". While the 
Confederate States of America did not 
issue three dollar notes of its own 
authority, many of its distinctive green 
overprint, was printed on and cut from 
apparently unissued sheets of earlier 
currency: the note shown here has 
portions of $10 and $20 notes for a bank 
in Holley Springs. The North Carolina 


note of 1866 "receivable in payment of 
all public dues" is actually a two dollar 
bjll printed on portions of three dollar 
bills from the ^nk of North Carolina, 
presumably printed for use during the 
recent war. The River Raisin and Lake 
Erie Railroad Company of Monroe, 
Michigan issued very attractive notes 
with handsome vignettes and a very 
elaborate reverse engraving. Three 
dollar bills were also issued during the 
Revolutionary War, but the illustrated 
note from the Farmers Exchange Bank of 
Gloucester, Rhode Island, dated 28 May 
1800, may be one of the earliest such 
issues of the Republic. 

Not surprisingly, all $3 notes which 
circulated were not genuine. The

Worcester County Bank of Blackstone,

Tiverton Bank of Rhode Island, tells 
another story as its surcharge "broken 


bank. Bank of Mutual Redemption" 
clearly states. 

The appreciation of notes such as 
these is fascinating. For those who wish 
to pursue their research further, New- 
man's article published in the August, 
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1974 issue of The Numismatist is highly 
recommended. Inventory of the ANA 
collection is not yet complete, but will 
be made available to anyone requesting 
it and forwarding a self-addressed 
stamped envelope. 


Each year your association holds an 
annual convention and considerable in- 
terest is always shown in the convention 
badges, medals and their designs. This 
year, for the first time, a competition was 
held for the obverse and reverse designs

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for the New York convention, informa- 
tion on which may be found elsewhere. 
Sixty years ago the ANA met in 
Baltimore, Maryland, and while there 
appears to have been no competition 
for the design of the medal In 1916, 
several handsome renderings were con- 
sidered. Through the kind interest of J. 
Eric Engstrom and the generosity of Mrs. 
Lewis M. Reagan, these designs have 


recently been added to your ANA 
archives. It Is unknown who the actual 
artist was (J. F. Newman?), but based on 
the spelling ''neumismatic'' on one of 
the renderings, it is presumed that the 
artist was not a true numismatist. 
Previously "'unknown,'" these designs 
are highly significant additions to your 
archives and we are most grateful to 
Mrs. Reagan.

With Tours, Special Events

Activity is the watchword of this year's 85th anniversary convention, scheduled to 
begin this August 24 and to continue running through Sunday, August 29 at the 
Americana Hotel complex in the heart of New York City. Even before the 11 a.m. 
official opening of the 1976 ANA Convention on August 24, a host of tours and special 
events have already been scheduled, but after the official startof the convention they 
will continue at a more hectic pace, as social gatherings, meetings, educational 
symposiums, tours, and scheduled visits to various places of numismatic interest are 
coordinated to integrate with five auction sessions and a bourse and exhibit area that 
will be open for 10 1/2 hours each day. 


Exactly 197 dealer tables, plus those of 
nine private mints and kindred 
organizations will comprise the largest 
convention bourse floor ever held as 
part of an ANA convention. Site for the 
bourse will be the Americana's spacious 


Imperial Ballroom, a 22,000 square foot 
rectangle that is two stories tall and 
without obstruction. 

Exhibits will be located in Albert Hall, 
largest room in the Americana Hotel. 
There, spread over 30,000 square feet of

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exhibit space, more than 650 cases will 
display choice Items of coins, currency, 
tokens, and medals from all over the 
world. A total of 16 exhibit categories 
will be employed in 1976 — including a 
special one-year-only bicentennial 
classification. A copy of the new exhibit 
rules, reflecting modernization and 
other changes in effect for the 1976 
convention, may be obtained from the 
exhibits chairman, who advises that a 
July 23 deadline will be in effect for 
receipt of applications to exhibit by 
members of the ANA. 

Tours at the convention are now set to 
begin on Monday, August 23, with a visit 
to the Danbury, Conn, headquarters of 
Medallic Art Company, oldest among 
manufacturers of art medals in America. 
Up to 300 people will be accommodated 
on the seven hour tour which will 
feature a luncheon, plant tour, and 
movie at a very reasonable price. It will 
be a rare opportunity to view the 
behind-the-scenes operations of 
medallic manufacturing. 

On Tuesday, opening day of the con- 
vention, a tour to downtown New York 


is planned where a visit to the New York 
Stock Exchange and historic Federal Hall 
are in the offing. The following day, 
come rain or shine, there will be a cruise 
around Manhattan Island on the Circle 
Line. This four hour tour is a must for 
everyone visiting New York City for the 
first time. Plans now call for reservation 
of an entire boat — assuming that 
enough ANA members show interest In 
the trip in pre-registration. The comfor- 
table Circle Line boats are all air con- 
ditioned, though there are also outer 
decks for those wanting a taste of New 
York's Hudson River air. 

Thursday of the convention is 
traditionally ladies luncheon day, and 
the 1976 ANA gathering proves steadfast 
in this regard. A visit to the site of the 
1939 and 1964 World's Fair grounds is 
planned, with luncheon scheduled for 
Terrace on the Park, one of the more 
delightful restaurants on Long Island. 
Friday, the United Nations' delegates 
dining lounge will be turned over to the 
ANA for several hours as a special tour of 
the facilities is held there. Saturday, the 
day the banquet will take place at the

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Americana convention site, a morning 
tour of lower Manhattan is planned — 
including a visit to Chinatown, and the 
World Trade Center, whose twin towers 
of 110 stories each are the tallest 
buildings in New York and on the East 
Coast. 

All through the week, there will be 
tours of the American Numismatic 
Society's uptown headquarters and 
museum. Two tours daily will be con- 
ducted, one in the morni ng, the other in 
the afternoon. It will afford a rare, truly 
behind-the-scenes look at how the ANS 
operates. Vault areas normally off-limits 
will be opened to ANA members, and a 
highly individualized tour in small 
groups of 16 people each is now plan- 
ned. Additionally, small tours of the 
Federal Reserve — which has more gold 
in Its vaults than Fort Knox — are in the 
offing. 

Those who pre-register for the ANA 
convention will be given an added 


bonus: discount tickets that can be used 
to secure admission to the observatory 
of the nearby Empire State Building, and 
to the "'New York Experience," the 
marvelous movie panorama of New 
York that is located just around the 
corner from the Americana in the 
McGraw-Hill Building at Rockefeller 
Center. (Details may be found in March 
and April issues of The Numismatist as 
part of convention publicity). 

According to the convention calen- 
dar, which is not officially finalized, 
there will be more meetings at this ANA 
than ever before. Many affiliated groups 
have requested that space and time be 
allocated for their activities, and the 
convention committee, utilizing ANA 
headquarters as a central clearinghouse, 
has obliged. Symposiums and 
educational workshops include those of 
the ANA, the Numismatic Literary Guild, 
the Organization of International 
Numismatists, and an ANA judges

As the convention nears its closing,

Georgian ballroom suite. The total 
capacity of this mammoth area: 1,100 
diners and their guests. General Chair- 
man Jackson Storm has planned an 
entree of tournadoes of beef (a filet 
mignon with sauce), and has tentatively 
set a special bicentennial price of $17.76 
for the treat, though a discount may be 
available to those who pre-register. 
Needless to say, special bicentennial 
entertainment will be in order for the 
evening, and the Convention Com- 
mittee has a surprise in store for those in 
attendance which can't be beat. 


101 Things To See and Do For Under $2 in New York (Continued from last month) 


Grand Army Plaza. Fifth Avenue at 
59th Street. This marks the outskirts of 
New York's Central Park, an 843 acre 
oasis in the middle of busy midtown 
Manhattan. It also is one of the last 
places in New York City where a horse- 
drawn hansom cab ride can be obtained. 
Central Park, the Centennial Guide to 
New York City noted back in 1876, 'less 
than a quarter of a century ago (was) a 
wild wilderness (with) barren rocks and 
ledges, loathsome swamps and tangled 
thickets." Today, in the summer, it is the 
site of the Shakespeare in the Park 


festival (admission free), and probably 
more activity than any other area of New 
York. 

It has a year-round zoo, located just 
off Fifth Avenue at 64th Street, a boat 
house, lake, and two museums on its 
property — the American Museum of 
Natural History and the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Admission to the zoo is 
free, boats may be rented at the Loeb 
boat house at the east end of the lake 
(near the 76th Street entrance at Fifth 
Avenue) for just $1.50 per hour, plus a 
refundable deposit. For those with a

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mind to see most of the 2 1/2 mile long 
and 1/2 mile wide park, a unique 
manner is available. At the southeast 
corner of the Park, at Fifth Avenue and 
59th Street, horse-drawn Hansom cabs 
may be rented for one to four people. 
The cost is $10 for a half hour ride, $4 for 
each additional half hour. The hacks 
driving the vehicles will go through part 
of the Park, and eventually down Fifth 
Avenue for the return trip. This is part of 
New York's summer festival. 

To get there: From the Americana, 
either walk north on Seventh Avenue 
for six blocks until you reach Columbus 
Circle, then walk east three blocks to the 
Hansom Cab stand (total distance about 
1/2 mile, walking time 15 minutes), or 
walk to Sixth Avenue (Avenue of the 
Americas) and take a number 6 bus 
directly up to 59th Street. To return: take 
the number 6 bus down Seventh 
Avenue, or walk. 


American Museum of Natural History. 

Central Park West between 77th & 81st 
Streets. Covering 36 different exhibition 
halls that are spread over four floors, 
there are currently more than 23 million 
artifacts and specimens in the Museum, 
which celebrates its centennial next 
year. Two of the most famous attractions 
in the Museum are a 94 foot life-size 
model of a blue whale, and two huge 
halls containing fossils of the extinct 
dinosaurs That once Inhabited Manhat- 
tan Island. One huge brontosaur In the 
Museum collection, which lived ap- 
proximately 150 million years ago, 
weighed about 35 tons alive. His com- 
plete skeleton is assembled for public 
viewing. Admission to the Museum is 
discretionary (donation requested), and 
for the visitor with little time, it is 
suggested that the one-hour guided 
tour on the Acoustiguide be purchased 
on the second floor for a morning or 
afternoon rental. The fee is reasonable, 
and it will help you cope with 12 acres of 
space. To get there: Same route as to 
Fiayden Planetarium, below. 

Hayden Planetarium: 81st Street & 
Central Park West. Admission: $1.75. 
Performances during summer months 
are in the afternoon at 1, 2, and 3:30 p.m. 
(Saturday and Sunday hourly between 1 
and 4 p.m.) This is one of the most 
popular visiting places in New York, and 
it is an almost unique opportunity to 
view the heavens as you have never seen

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them before {and, short of going into 
space, may never see them again). The 
Guggenheim space center is a theatre in 
which a 360 degree screen presents 
topics (such as Earth, Moon, Solar 
System and Rocketry) while on the 
ceiling, a 48 foot mechanized universe 
revolves in animated form. The 
Planetarium itself is upstairs, and a new 
projector has been installed. A 
hemispheric dome, some 75 feet in 
diameter, and 48 feet above the floor 
creates a realistic universe with fixed 
stars. There are also numerous exhibits 
of interest, including a 68,000 pound 
meteorite and ancient astronomical in- 
struments. Those a little overweight will 
want to try the relative scale exhibit, 
which shows what an Earth person 
would weigh on another planet. A 130 
pound man or woman would, by way of 
example, show up as just 47 pounds on 
Mars due to the lighter gravity. To get 


there: Walk over to Eighth Avenue and 
take a number 10 bus north. (To return, 
take the number 10 bus going south, 
which lets you off in front of the hotel). 
By subway, take either the BMT ''B'' train 
to 81st Street, or the Independent Sub- 
way “A'' or ''AA” local from the 50th 
Street Station to 81st Street. 

New York Historical Society. Central 
Park West between 76th & 77th Street. 
Admission free(open10a.m.to5p.m. ).An 
interesting place to visit, containing 
original watercolors of John James 
Audubon, a special bicentennial exhibit, 
some rare antique work by 19th century 
silversmiths, and a substantial amount of 
folklore, art and furniture of early Dutch 
Settlers of New York. The basement 
contains some of the materials used for 
fire prevention in the 19th century in 
Manhattan. To get there: Same direc- 
tions as to the Museum of Natural 
History. 


Responses High in Scholarship Program for Young Numismatists 

A special Bicentennial scholarship program for young collectors has sparked 
more than 1,400 requests for applications.'^The response has been amazing,'" 
said Edward C. Rochette, executive vice president of ANA. “We received 
requests from across the nation — 40 states plus the District of Columbia and 
Puerto Rico." 

The Bicentennial scholarship program was announced last December by 
Rochette and Charles Andes, board chairman of The Franklin Mint, which is 
funding the program. Bicentennial scholarships are being awarded to 50 
youngsters between the ages of 11 and 17 — on the basis of a nation wide essay 
contest conducted by the ANA. The essay should be written on the subject, 
“Why I Am a Collector," limited to 100 words, and submitted to the American 
Numismatic Association by May 31, 1976; entries to be judged by a panel 
appointed by the ANA. 

“The number of application requests has exceeded our most optimistic 
expectations. Considering we have more than two months left until the contest 
closes, this early show of interest Is indictive of the growth of the hobby among 
young people." Rochette said a number of school teachers have requested 
quantities of applications, which they will give their students as a class project. 
Coin Clubs and other clubs such as scout troups also have requested copies of 
applications for club projects. 

The 50 Bicentennial scholarship winners will attend the ANA's annual week 
long seminar for young collectors starting July 4, 1976, at the Colorado Springs 
headquarters of the ANA. Each scholarship covers room, board, tuition, class 
room materials, field trips and round-trip transportation to Colorado Springs.

New South Wales, Australia, was discovered by Capt. James Cook in 1770, but it was 
not settled until 1778 when Capt. Arthur Phillip brought in prisoners to establish it as 
an English penal colony. Soon after settlers followed and it is then that the numismatic 
history of Australia emerged. From the beginning of the Settlement the critical 
shortage of money was keenly felt. Coinages in use were rapidly dispersed via the 
trading ships, and efforts by England to help were not fruitful as its issuance of coinage 
was not adequate for demands at home. 

Thus in 1812 England sent 40,000 Spanish dollars to New South Wales. In order to 
stretch these dollars and to provide smaller denominations. Governor Lachlan 
Macquarie had the coins holed. The ring was struck on the obverse with '"New South 
Wales 1813''; on the reverse was stamped "5 shillings." The center, or dump, was 
stamped with the value of "15 pence." Thus the original value of 4s 9d was increased to 
6s 3d. 

These coins circulated for nine years at this value until 1822 when Governor 
Brisbane decided to resind their value. Holders of the rings could turn them in to the 
government for the marked value for a period of six weeks and then they were no 
longer legal tender. Later the value of the dump decreased in value to 1/4 part of a 
Spanish dollar. 

It is believed that most of those that were turned in were melted down for use in 
other new coins. Those not turned in slowly disappeared and were no longer 
circulating after 1829. Thus the Holey Dollar became a scarce and much sought after 
numismatic item. 

The following references are available from the ANA library for further reading and 
research.

ana’s New Historian, ^^A Natural” 

A natural historian^ in and out of numismatics, Henry G. (Hank) Spangenberger of 
Englewood, Ohio, was appointed historian of the ANA by the association's board of 
governors during their mid-February meeting. Spangenberger becomes only the 
fourth person to serve as historian since the office was officially established in 1944. 


The first person to serve as ANA 
historian was the legendary Farran 
Zerbe. Although he had served unof- 
ficially as historian for a number of years 
prior to 1944, he served in an official 
capacity until his death in 1950. Jack W. 
Ogilvie of Hollywood succeeded Zerbe 
in mid-1950, and easily set the longevity 
record for service to this post when he 
retired in 1971. 

Spangenberger succeeds N. Neil 
Harris, who served as assistant historian 
from 1969-71 and historian since 1971. As 
editor of The Numismatist since 1974, 
Harris found that those duties left little 
or no time for activities relating to 
historical matters. In his annual report in 
1975 he suggested that a successor be 
named and during the ensuing months 
recommended the credentials of Mr. 
Spangenberger. 

A 43 year old native of Dayton, Ohio, 
the new historians' interest in 
numismatics began at the age of 12 when 
he discovered an old coin in his 
backyard. This unearthed discovery led

to collecting and eventually to a 
dealership in coins, tokens, medals, and 
other numismatic material and historical 
memorabilia. He became a member of 
the Dayton Coin Club at age 15, and has 
remained a member for 29 years, serving 
as president in 1960. 

Spangenberger's education at Bowl- 
ing Green State University at Bowling 
Green, Ohio was interrupted during his 
senior year in 1950 by the draft. When he 
was finally discharged from the Army in 
1956, he returned to school and ob- 
tained a B.A. in Business Administration. 
It was during that same year, 1956, that 
he attended his first ANA convention, 
and though his activities kept him from 
attending again until 1961, he now has a 
record of attendance at every year's 
gathering since. 

Spangenberger moved to New York 
State in 1962 and became associated with 
Q. David Bowers' Empire Coin Com- 
pany. But in 1967, having learned the 
business, he returned to his native state 
of Ohio and opened his own full time 
dealership in the Dayton suburb of 
Englewood. 

He has long been recognized as a 
specialist of material concerning the 
U.S. Centennial Exposition in 1876, and 
his ANA life membership number (676) 
acquired in 1971, attests to this interest. 
He originally joined the ANA in 1958, is 
a charter member of the Numismatic 
Literary Guild, and holds membership in 
the American Numismatic Society, 
Token and Medal Society, and many 
other numismatic groups. In 1970, 
Spangenberger received recognition 
from his peers, when the N.L.G. award- 
ed him their Best Writer's Award for his 
column ''Numisma-Lore" in 
Numismatic Scrapbook. 

A lifelong ambition of Hank 
Spangenberger's was realized this 
Bicentennial year when he was ap- 
pointed by President Ford to the U.S. 
Assay Commission held in February. 
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Most would agree that the 76 edition of 
the Commission would not have been 
complete without his presence. In fact, 
he captivated the interests of his fellow 
commissioners by exhibiting to the 
gathering the ''Centenniar' 1876 Assay 
Commission Medal, the only commis- 
sion medal in his collection prior to 
earning and receiving his very own 1976 
example. 


Yes, Hank Spangenberger has come to 
be a respected and admired name in the 
field of numismatics, and he and his 
lovely wife Marsha are an expected 
element of the annual ANA convention. 
They are the parents of four young 
blooming collectors, who cannot help 
but inherit their father's great love for 
history, for Hank Spangenberger is, in- 
deed, a natural historian. 



UNITED STATES — Proposed Denver Mint Site Sold 

A suggested site for a new Denver Mint, the Gates Rubber Co. plant in Littleton, 
Colo., has been sold to the Michelin Tire Corporation. This event closes one option 
for the Mint in considering a site for a new facility. 

Rep. Pat Schroeder, D-Colo., opposed the idea of locating a new Mint at the 
Littleton site, while Rep. William Armstrong, R-Colo., had strongly supported a move 
to suburban Littleton based on an estimated saving of $20 million compared to the 
cost of building a completely new facility in the City of Denver. The sale of the Gates 
plant was expected, and Armstrong had warned the Senate Banking Committee in a 
hearing Feb. 27 that the plant would be sold sooner or later. He urged the Senate to 
move quickly if it seriously considered the site as an alternative to building a new 
Mint. 

Observers believe that the sale of the Littleton facility will now expedite 
construction of the new Mint, a program that has lagged far behind the production 
schedule hoped for by Bureau of the Mint officials in Washington. But, the General 
Accounting Office may believe there shouldn't be a new Denver Mint at all. The 
G.A.O. is planning an extensive examination of all Bureau of the Mint facilities to 
determine total-picture needs. A full-scale study of the Mints' need for additional 
coining facilities is necessary before G.A.O. can reach a decision concerning the 
Denver Mint and its quest for expansion to meet the nation's ever increasing coinage 
needs. 

In the meantime, construction workers are laying the groundwork for expansion at 
the present Denver Mint. A new prefabricated building is being constructed at a cost 
of $30,000, appropriated six months ago, and will be utilized as a greatly needed 
storage facility. Frank H. MacDonald, Acting Director of the Mint, said in Washington 
that some of the heavy Denver Mint equipment and operations would soon be moved 
to another federal site in the Denver area as a safety measure. 

A preliminary study report by the G.A.O. as to the future of the Denver Mint is 
scheduled for August.

World Coins News Goes Weekly 

World Coin News will be published 
on a weekly frequency beginning with 
its May 4, 1976 issue, according to an 
announcement today by publisher Clif- 
ford Mishler and managing editor 
Russell Rulau. The newspaper, publish- 
ed every other week by Krause 
Publications Inc., lola, Wis., is the only 
commercial periodical in North America 
devoted exclusively to international 
numismatics. It was founded In 
February, 1974. 

The increase in frequency, the 
newspaper's third in over two years of 
publication, mirrors its growth and ser- 
vice to the world coin collecting frater- 
nity, Rulau said. The weekly publication 
decision was made to provide faster 
home-delivery service to its subscribers. 
At present, the United States Postal 
Service provides relatively speedy 
handling for dally to weekly newspapers 
and magazines, but much slower handl- 
ing for periodicals of biweekly, monthly 
or lesser frequency. 

''Readers should receive the same fast 
delivery service which subscribers of our 
sister newspaper. Numismatic News, are 
accustomed to," Rulau added. 

Mishler explained that the weekly 
World Coin News would be mailed on 
Monday, instead of Tuesday as at pre- 
sent, to further speed delivery to ail 
home subscribers arid to coin shops and 
other outlets selling counter copies. 

Chester L. Krause, president of the 
parent publication firm, KPI, revealed 
that present readers would have their 
subscriptions honored for the full 


period of their advance subscription, at 
no additional cost to them. The entire 
cost of the frequency change is being 
borne by the company, Krause said. 

Subscription rates, now $6 per year in 
the U.S. ($10 to other nations) will be 
increased on May 4 to $8 per year ($12 to 
other nations) to cover a portion of the 
future cost increases. KPI officials noted 
that present WCN readers could extend 
their present subscriptions, or begin a 
new one, for 52 issues To r^$6. With all 
applications to be postmarked by May 4. 
Only one 52-Issue subscription can be 
accepted at the $6 ($10 outside U.S.) rate. 

Rulau pointed out that there never 
has been a weekly periodical in the 
International phase of the coin hobby. 
Previous periodicals devoted to foreign 
coins and paper money have been 
quarterly, monthly or biweekly in fre- 
quency. World coin publications which 
failed to adapt to the changing demands 
of the hobby had been discontinued, he 
added. Previous publicationsof this type 
Include Crown and Taler, World Coin 
Bulletin, World Coins and International 
Coin Press.

Prince Rainier III recently celebrated his 
twenty-fifth anniversary as the Sovereign 
Prince of Monaco. By special order, the 
Prince has authorized the minting of seven 
medals In honor of the sovereign line of the 
hereditary princes of Monaco. A complete 
set of these medals has already been placed 
on public display in the Palace Museum of 
Monaco. 

"'The Seven Medals of the Princes of 
Monaco'^ are available in North America only 
through The Hamilton Mint, which has been 
commissioned to mint this exclusive edition. 
The obverse of each medal will depict the 
monogram and crown of the monarch it 
honors. The coat of arms and the title of the 
prince appear on the reverse. The medals are 
to be struck in both .999 fine silver and in pure 
24 kt. gold. Each weighs 816 grains in silver 
(with a diameter of 51 mm) and 185 grains in 
gold (with a diameter of 28 mm). 

Every set made available to the general 
public will be accompanied by a numbered 
certificate bearing the signature of Prince 
Rainier III. A brief history of the princes of 
Monaco Is also provided. The name of each 
subscriber is to be added to a special Roster of 
Owners which will be placed in the Palace 
Archives of Monaco. Medals of the edition 
are to be numbered and a presentation case 
bearing the royal coat of arms will be provid- 
ed with each subscription. 



'The Seven Medals of the Princes of 
Monaco^' may be acquired on a monthly 
acquisition plan or immediately, as a com- 
plete set. In silver the complete set is offered 
for $280; individual medals — issued at the 
rate of one per month — sell for $40.

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Roman Coin Project

Four - count them - not one, not two, not three, but four juniors have joined that 
select group of young numismatists who have earned four Roman coins. This brings 
the group's membership to eighteen. 


Number fifteen to join is Bob Fowkes, 
Livonia, Mich. For completing the 
YNCC, Bob received his fourth coin, an 
Arcadius (383-408). The obverse shows 
good detail of the emperor, with most of 
the legend legible; the reverse shows 
victory crowning the emperor. 

Number sixteen is Elliott Ring, also 
from Livonia, Mich. (Incidentally, there 
are probably more participants in the 
RCP from Livonia than from any other 
city.) Elliott received an Antoninianus of 
Maximianus (286-305) for his fourth 
coin, which is identified in Sears as 
#3511. On Christmas Day he was mailed 
his third Roman coin, an AE 3 of 
Theodosius I (379-395), sort of an extra 
Christmas present. The reverse shows 
victory dragging a captive. 

Elliott earned his first Roman coin on 
April 22, 1975, an Antonias Pius (138- 
161). At the time he was seventeen; 
however, he reached eighteen late in 
1975, and consequently passed junior 
status. Fortunately, there is a rule that 
reads that if a junior earns at least one 
Roman coin while seventeen, he may 
still earn up to a total of four providing 
they are acquired before reaching his 
nineteenth birthday. Elliott has the dis- 
tinction of being the first to do this. So 
you other juniors who are approaching 
your eighteenth birthdays, take heed of 
this provision in the rules that permits 
the earning of Roman coins a/(er you are 
no longer a junior. 

Number seventeen is Bob Kopsell of 
Crystal Lake, III. Bob earned three coins 
on his last RCRF, a Lidnius II (317-324), a 
Geta (209-212) showing on reverse 
Poseidon and Trident, and a Vespasian 
(69-79) which was in silver. This last was 
in poor condition but nevertheless was 
in silver. Understandably, very few silver 


coins are offered in the RCP. 

Lastly, Don Pumphrey, Pueblo, CO, 
gets the number eighteen accolade. 
Don is co-editor (along with Paul M. 
Kelley, Seabrook, NH) of The Young 
Numismatist. Don applied for and 
received all four Roman coins at the 
same time, the second junior to do this. 
(William Ewald, Birmingham, Ml, was 
the first.) Don can now proudly show a 
Lidnius I (308-324), a Victorinas (265- 
270), a Constantine I (307-337) and an AE 
Follis of Maximianus (286-305) in his 
collection. And he can also say with 
some pride, as can all other members of 
the Roman Coin Project, that he earned 
his coins. 

Are these coins really being given 
away? You had better believe it. If you 
haven't received any, then you just 
aren't getting your money's worth as a 
junior. To get in on the act, write David 
R. Cervin, 6201 Adirondack, Amarillo, 
TX 79106, for a Roman Coin Request 
Form which contains full instructions. 

Let us look at a few less-than-four 
Roman coin earners. As a starter how 
about Lorry Keissling, North Ffills, PA, 
who earned a Nero (54-68), Constantine 
I (307-337), and a Crispus (317-326). Lorry 
is surely one of the most active juniors in 
the country (or world, for that matter) — 
founder of junior Numismatic Cor- 
respondance Club of America (JNCCA); 
first editor of their official organ, the 
INKSPOT ; and scholarship winner for 
the Colorado Springs summer seminar. 
But remember, juniors, you don't have 
to be an editor of a numismatic journal 
or the founder of a youth club to earn 
Roman coins. All juniors can earn four 
coins. (Incidentally, Lorry only has one 
to go.)

Aaron R. Feldman

Aaron R. Feldman, famous for his 
advocacy to collectors to '"buy the book 
before the coin,'' died on March 16th in 
his home in Scarsdale, New York at the 
age of 81. With only a grammar school 
education he obtained in New York City 
to prepare him for the world, Feldman 
went on to amass a wealth of informal 
learning through careful reading and 
study. 

He became interested in coin collec- 
ting during his teens when he dis- 
covered several coins in a collection of 
newspapers and meerschaum pipes 
which his father had assembled. Feld- 
man was not, however, to have either 
the time nor the finances to pursue the 
hobby seriously until the 1930's. But 
eventually, he built a fine collection of 
U.S. coins, and pioneered collecting in 
the Hard Times and Civil War Token 
areas as well as other realms of ex- 
onumia. He also assembled an excep- 
tional collection of large size U.S. 
currency, under the influence of George 
Blake, then the dean of paper money 
collectors. 

He was admitted to the rosters of ANA 
membership in May, 1947, while still in 
the millinery business. In the 1950's Feld- 
man opened what his customers affec- 
tionately called '"the world's smallest 
coin shop" in a jewelry exchange in New 
York City. 

Feldman moved to Scarsdale, N.Y. to 
reside with relatives following his wife's 
death in the 1960's, and when in his later 
years he fell victim to Parkinson's disease 
he was compelled to sell his vast collec- 


tion of numismatic literature at auction. 

Aaron R. Feldman was interred in 
Riverside Cemetery, Rochelle Park, N.j.. 
He is survived by two sons and two 
grandsons.

Edgar j. Mandel of Coral Gables, 
Florida, the author of Cast Coinage of 
Korea, the standard reference in that 
field, is dead at age 63. 

Born in New York in 1912, Mandel was 
a resident of Florida for many years. 
Originally trained as an architect, he 
served as a vice president of a large 
department store for over twenty years 
with the prime responsibility of coor- 
dinating the construction of new stores 
from their first concept to their opening 
day. 

Mandel conceived the idea of his 
catalog six miles above the Pacific Ocean 
on a flight to the Far East in May, 1966. 
Joining the ANA in February, 1967, he 
continued his research in the following 
years, and still found time to write and 
publish works on Korean Charms and 
Amulets in 1968 and on Copper and 
Brass Coins of Korea in 1970. In 1971 he 
returned to Korea and Japan in order to 
study more fully the extensive collec- 
tions of both countries' national banks. 
The results of Mandel's many years of 
work provided new light on a fascinating 
and little known field, and through his 
many years of collecting Mandel built 
what is possibly the most comprehensive 
collection of coins and charms of the Far 
East still intact in the United States. 

Surviving are his wife, two children 
and four grandchildren.

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The Straight Facts about 
"FACE VALUE " 

Paramount believes that you should be fully aware of what face value means — 
and — what it does not mean. 

Chances are, when you buy a beautiful Uncirculated collector's coin at its face 
value, you have no intention of ever trying to sell it at that same price. Most 
collectors purchase these coins because of their beauty, historic value, numismatic 
significance, as gifts or as investments. 

However, if you should ever wish to redeem your coin, please keep this very 
important point in mind: All modern issue coins sold by Paramount are legal tender 

— authorized by legitimate government authorities or Central Banks and are 
redeemable in their country of origin for their full face value. 

EXACTLY WHAT IS FACE VALUE? 

Face value is the actual denomination inscribed on a coin — the amount that the 
coin is worth in its country of origin. For example, the 1 975 Panama gold coin has 
a face value of 100 Balboas. And since one Balboa is currently equivalent in value 
to $1 U.S., this coin has a face value that is equal to 100 U.S. dollars. Another 
example — the Turks and Caicos Islands gold coin — has a face value of 50 Crowns. 
One Crown in Turks and Caicos funds is currently equivalent to $1 U.S., so this 
coin has a face value that is equal to 50 U.S. dollars. 

Another factor to consider is that the term "dollar" on a foreign coin does not 
always mean the same as "dollar" on a U.S. coin. For instance, a Cayman Islands 
"dollar" is currently equal to $1.20 in U.S. funds. And a Barbados "dollar" is equal 
to about 50^ in U.S. funds. Thus, when you buy an Uncirculated $100 Barbados 
coin at "face value", you pay $50. A $100 Cayman Islands coin at "face value" 
would cost $120 U.S. 

FACE VALUE DOES NOT MEAN . . . 

. . . That you can take a coin to any bank outside of its issuing country and redeem 
it for its full face value. Some banks outside the issuing country may redeem your 
coin — but will undoubtedly charge handling or currency exchange fees. This is a 
customary practice when dealing with foreign exchange. In fact, if you were to take 
U.S. dollars to a foreign country and try to redeem them for the circulating 
currency of that nation, you would in nearly every case have to pay handling or 
currency exchange fees to do so. And you will find that these fees vary from bank 
to bank and country to country. 

On the other hand, some banks outside the issuing country may not accept 
foreign coins at all. Indeed, many of your local banks may not accept Canadian 
pennies, coinage of Great Britain or any other major nation. This in no way lessens 
the legal tender status of these coins. An issuing country's sole obligation is to 
redeem legal tender coins in the country itself; it is not required to guarantee 
redemption outside of its borders. 

Have you ever been on a trip and tried to cash a personal check? In most cases, 
out-of-state businesses or banks just won't cash them. This does not mean your 
check is no good — just that the particular company or bank is not familiar with 
your bank or your credit. This is why you generally take your checks to local firms 

— ones that know you. 

A similar situation exists with foreign coins and currency. To be sure, most 
banks are familiar with the money of Canada, England, Mexico and some other 
large countries. But this still does not mean that they will exchange coins from 
these countries for U.S. dollars. And even if they do, they will always discount 
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them. But remember, this is not the issuing country's fault, and as long as the 
issuing authority itself redeems its coins for the full face value, the coins are 
legitimate legal tender. And "redemption for full face value" means that you can 
redeem a coin in its country of Issue for its face value in the standard coinage or 
currency of that nation. For Instance, a Panama 100 Balboas gold coin could be 
redeemed in Panama for 100 one Balboas or other multiples of Panama's standard 
monetary coinage or currency — just as you could take a U.S. $100 bill to a U.S. 
bank and redeem it for one dollar bills, etc. However, if you wanted to redeem 
your coin in its country of issue for U.S. (or other foreign) funds, you would 
naturally be charged handling or currency exchange fees. 

WHAT'S BEHIND THE FACE VALUE OF EVERY MODERN ISSUE COIN 
DISTRIBUTED BY PARAMOUNT? The Country That Issued It! 

The principal point to remember is that when you buy a modern issue collector's 
coin from Paramount (issued by any of the countries listed below) you can be 
certain that you are getting a legal tender coin that IS redeemable for its full face 
value in its country of origin.

“The basic value of grading standards is to try to give a 
verbal picture of the coin being described.” 

Abe Kosoff, Coinage. March 1976. p. 60.
